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INTRODUCTION, 


Lthough  It  muft  be  acknowledged  that  thefe 


kingdoms  have  been  lhamefully  inattentive, 


compared  with  almoft  every  other  part  of  Europe, 
to  accidents  by  water,  and  other  cafes  of  fudden 
apparent  deaths,  yet  the  humane  and  benevolent 
fpirit  which  has  now  gone  forth,  and  the  great  at* 
tention  which  is  now  paid  to  this  moft  fatisfa&ory 
of  all  arts,  the  art  of  fuccouring  the  diftrefled,  in 
a  great  meafure  obliterates  the  reproach.  And 
there  is  great  reafon  to  hope  that,  in  the  courfe  of 
a  few  years,  we  fhall,  by  the  warmth  of  our  zeal, 
and  progrefs  in  the  fcience  of  adminiftring  relief, 
will  abundantly  atone  for  that  incredulity  which 
fo  long  kept  us  ina&ive. 

It  muft  infpire  every  breaft  that  is  not  a  total 
ftranger  to  the  feelings  of  humanity,  with  the 
fincereft  pleafure,  to  be  informed  that  our  Society 
inftituted  in  favour  of  drowned  perfons,  has  made 
the  moft  encouraging  advances  in  a  very  fhort 
fpace  of  time ;  that  not  only  the  public  attention 
has  been  gained  (which,  in  the  midft  of  fuch  va¬ 
rious  and  numberlefs  applications  in  behalf  of  the 
Unfortunate,  was  no  eafy  talk),  but  the  many  in¬ 
dubitable  inftances  of  fuccefs,which  they  h^iye  even 
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in  their  infancy  been  able  to  report,  have  been  fol¬ 
lowed  with  a  general  conviction ;  and  incredulity 
is  changed  into  aftonifhment  at  reftorations  to  life, 
which  have  hitherto  been  deemed  beyond  the 
power  of  mortals ! 

If  any  thing  can  add  to  the  pleafure  which  it  is 
natural  for  the  mo  ft  active  Directors  in  particular 
to  feel,  in  feeing  their  benevolent  attempts  crowned 
with  fuccefs,  it  is  the  reflection  that  they  are  very 
far  from  being  deceived,  in  the  favourable  opinion 
they  had  entertained  of  the  benevolence  and  hu¬ 
manity  of  their  Countrymen.  They  are  much 
more  rejoiced  than  furprized  to  find  that  the  facts 
recorded  in  the  laft  year,  which  have  fallen  under 
their  own  immediate  infpection,  have  had  the  moft 
defirable  influence  upon  the  minds  of  the  Rich  and 
the  Compafiionate.  We  rejoice  for  the  honour  of 
humanity,  to  fee  that  the  number  of  fubfcribers  to 
our  inftitution  is  fo  greatly  increafed;  fince  ours  is 
an  inftitution  from  whence  neither  perfonal  honors, 
nor  private  emoluments  of  any  kind,  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  ;  and  the  Members  of  which  are  united  by 
no  other  tie  than  by  motives  of  genuine  philan¬ 
thropy.  The  fubjoined  lift  will  aifo  evince,  that  the 
number  of  refpeclable  patrons  is  augmenting  daily  r 
it  will  evidence  alfo  that  we  have  been  honoured 
with  fome  liberal,  and  even  princely  donations. 

In  this  connection,  juftice  demands  that  we  par¬ 
ticularly  make  our  public  acknowledgments  to 
the  Worfhipful  Company  of  Fijhmonger s ,  for  the 
generous  gift  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  unanimoufly 
voted  to  our  Society.  We  will  fuppofe  that  they 
were  induced  to  make  this  noble  donation,  not  only 
to  enable  us  to  extend  our  fphere  of  ufefulnefs, 
but  to  bear  a  public  and  ample  teftimony  of  their 
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approbation  of  our  defign-,  and  to  fct  a  laudable  ex¬ 
ample  to  the  other  opulent  Companies  in  this  great 
city.  Nor  will  we  entertain  a  fufpicion  that  fo  wor¬ 
thy  an  example  will  be  finally  neglected.  In  va¬ 
rious  other  countries,  the  fubjedt  has  been  deemed 
of  fuch  national  importance,  that  the  Magiftracy 
have  interpoled  their  authority,  in  order  to  eftab- 
lifh  inifitutions  of  a  fimilar  nature  ;  and  have  ifiued 
out  luch  edidts  as  are  moll  fuitable  to  the  general 
ftate  of  their  policy,  and  belt  calculated  to  excite 
the  members  of  their  community  to  exert  them- 
felves  in  having;  the  lives  of  their  fellow-citizens. 
But,  we  hope  that  the  benevolence  of  Britons  will 
Hand  in  the  place  of  power  ;  and  that  this  wealthy 
City  in  particular  will,  as  a  collective  body,  give 
us  that  countenance  and  fupport,  which  are  in 
themfelves  more  noble  and  more  confonant  with 
the  genius  of  this  nation,  than  meafures  of  a  coer¬ 
cive  nature. 

To  thefe  we  will  add  with  pleafure  and  grati¬ 
tude  the  very  confiderable  collections  that  have 
been  made  in  feveral  Churches  of  this  metropolis. 
And  here  we  fcarcely  know  which  to  admire  and 
applaud  the  mod,  the  alacrity  with  which  the 
churches  were  offered  to  our  ufe  ;  the  zeal  with 
which  the  Rev.  Gentlemen  have  pleaded  our  caufe 
or  the  liberality  of  their  refpeCtive  Congregations. 
Juftice  alfo  requires  us  to  declare,  that  the  public 
in  general  have  exerted  themfelves  with  amazing 
fpirit  and  affiduity  in  forwarding  our  defigns. 
Houfes  are  readily  opened  for  the  reception  of  un¬ 
fortunate  objects  ;  every  requifite  article  is  chear- 
fully  adminiifred  •,  and  the  afiifiants  and  attendants 
feem  to  vie  with  each  other  in  their  zeal  and  anxiety 
to  fave  their  fellow  creatures  :  this  too  in  fome  ca¬ 
fes  merely  from  the  laudable  principle  of  hurna- 
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nity,  without  being  influenced  by  the  hopes  of  a 
reward. 

As  we  have  thus  been  enabled  by  various  a<5b 
of  public  munificence,  to  exert  ourfelves,  and 
received  every  affiftance  we  expedted  in  thefe 
exertions ;  fo  ic  is  with  a  pardonable  triumph,  we 
can  pronounce,  that  we  have,  done  good.  We 
cannot  refied,  without  a  degree  of  exultation, 
that  a  fociety,  fir  ft  eftablifhed  upon  the  teftimony 
of  others,  fhould  fo  foon  be  able  to  fupport  its 
credit  by  its  own  inconteftible  facts:  that  the 
countenance  we  have  received,  and  the  inftances 
of  our  fuccefs,  feem  as  it  were,  to  have  rivalled 
each  other.  Our  firft  eftay  was  truly  encourage- 
ing ;  but  now  a  merciful  Providence  has  ena¬ 
bled  us,  to  prefent  the  public  with  a  much 
richer  harveft.  And  if  the  poffibility  of  relieving 
our  fellow  creatures,  at  firft  animated  us  to 
make  the  attempt,  furely  we  may  be  indulged  in 
the  pleafing  contemplation  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
aids  adminiftered  ! — We  have  already  been  the 
happy  inftrument  of  Heaven,  in  turning  the 
farrows  of  multitudes  into  joy,  and  their  lamenta¬ 
tions  into  exclamations  of  gratitude.  We  have 
leen  the  child  unexpectedly  reftored  to  the  arms 
of  its  fond  parents ;  the  father,  and  fupport  of  a 
family,  to  his  wrfe  and  children ;  the  fuicide 
has  been  fn  at  died  from  the  guilt, of  becoming  his 
own  deftroyer,  without  as  yet  being  tempted 
to  repeat  the  horrid  attempt.  In  a  word,  we  can 
already  contemplate  numbers,  at  this  inftant,  en- 
enjoying  all  the  blefiings  of  life  and  health  *,  who, 
without  our  inftitution,  would  have  been  num¬ 
bered  among  the  dead :  and  we  can  behold  fa^ 
milies,  thankfully  receiving  thofe  fupports  and 
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comforts,  which  an  honed  hufband  and  parent 
is  able  to  bedow  j  who  would  otherwife  have 
been  involved  in  the  depth  of  poverty  and  did 
trefs. 

In  the  reports  of  the  lad  year,  we  gave  the  ac¬ 
count  of  eight  indances  of  fuccefs,  which  fell 
under  our  own  infpeclion,  from  the  month  of 
July,  to  December  1774,  and  o f  /even,  which 
have  been  communicated  to  us  by  our  cor- 
refpondents.  It  is  now  in  our  power  to  prefent 
the  public  with  a  much  larger  collection  of  fuc- 
cefsful  cafes.  During  the  courfe  of  the  year  1775, 
the  Society  has  been  inftrumental  in  refcuing  from 
being  drowned,  or  recovering  when  void  of 
every  fign  of  life,  no  lefs  than  33  perfons,  out  of 
67  accidents.  The  total  of  difaders  that  have 
fallen  within  our  plan,  has  been,  fince  our  fird  indi- 
tution,  1034  of  which  number  forty -one  perfons 
have  been  returned  to  their  families  and  to  the 
community.  The  relative  proportion,  therefore, 
is  confiderably  more  than  as  one  to  three  ;  a  pro¬ 
portion  this,  far  exceeding  our  mod  fanguine  ex¬ 
pectations!  And  while  it  fpeaks  aloud  to  all  the 
feelings  of  humanity,  does  it  not  fully  demondrate 
how  much  the  public  intered  is  ferved  by  redor- 
ing  fo  many  Members  to  the  Community,  and  in 
preventing  fo  many  families  from  becoming  a  pa¬ 
rochial  burden  ?  Does  it  not  fully  demondrate, 
how  much  it  is  the  intered  of  every  individual 
in  the  kingdom,  whom  providence  has  bleded 
with  a  fufHcient  competence,  to  combine  againd 
accidents  which  fo  frequently  happen,  and  from 
which  none  are  utterly  exempt  ? 

But  were  we  to  afcribe  to  our  inftitution  alfo, 
the  honour  derived  from  the  fuccefsful  cafes 
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which  have  been  communicated  to  us  From  Gentle¬ 
men  at  a  diftance  from  the  metropolis,  we 
might  place  the  utility  of  our  defign  in  a  ftronger 
point  of  view  :  and  to  this,  it  is  in  fome  ref- 
peds  intitled  :  for  a  perufal  of  feveral  of  thefe 
cafes  will  fhew,  that  the  benefits  obtained  have 
been  in  confequence  of  our  having  diffufed  a 
knowledge  of  the  methods  of  treatment,  and  ex¬ 
cited  the  general  attention  to  this  mod  interefting 
fubjed. 

Notwithftanding  the  confiderable  difburfements 
fo  many  cafes  have  occafioned  *,  yet  the  refources 
mentioned  above,  have  not  only  been  equal  to 
thefe,  and  various  other  incidental  expences,  but 
they  have  encouraged  us  to  enlarge  the  boundaries 
of  our  inftitution,  and  extend  our  rewards  to 
upwards  of  thirty  miles  round  this  Metropolis  *  in 
which  the  following  places  are  necefferily  compre¬ 
hended  :  Greenwich ,  Putney ,  Brentford ,  Warey 
Hertford ,  &c. — Nor  can  we  entertain  a  doubt,  but 
the  continued  aid  of  the  rich  and  compafHonate,  will 
enable  us  to  fupport  this  expence,  as  well  as  to 
put  into  execution  various  other  plans  of  ufeful- 
nefs,  which  we  have  formed.  The  pojfibiliiy  of 
fuccefs  was  a  fufficient  inducement  for  feveral  to 
join  us  ;  the  few  inftances  of  the  preceding 
year,  greatly  augmented  our  numbers.  May  we 
not  confidently  hope,  that  the  cloud  of  witneffes 
we  now  fend  forth  into  the  world,  will  make 
Profelytes  in  {till  greater  abundance  ?  that  fo  many 
vouchers  for  the  utility  of  our  inftitution,  will, 
as  it  were,  fuccefsfully  plead  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  thoufands ,  who  may  hereafter  be  expofed 
to  fimilar  dangers  ? 
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In  relating  the  fuccefsful  Cafes  of  the  Year  1775, 
we  (hail  follow  the  Method  before  laid  down. 
We  (hall  give,  firft,  thofe  for  which  the  Society 
have  paid  the  promifed  Rewards,  and  then  fob- 
join  the  Accounts  tranfmitted  to  us  by  our

CASE  XVI. 

SAturday,  January  21ft,  177 5.  Bernard  Riley , 
a  poor  labourer,  (landing  upon  the  Dice-Key ,  be¬ 
tween  fix  and  ieven  o’clock  in  the  evening,  ac¬ 
cidentally  fell  into  the  Thames,  near  the  time  of 
high  water,  and  funk  under  a  lighter,  that  was 
moored  before  the  Quay.  He  was  feen  to  fall 
by  fome  lervants  belonging  to  Capt.  Harrifori* s 
fhip,  who  immediately  came  to  his  afiiliance,  and 
drew  him,  by  means  of  a  long-boat  hook,  from 
under  the  lighter.  It  is  fuppofed  that  live  or  fix 
minutes  had  elapftrd  before  the  body  was  taken 
up*,  and  they  all  agree  in  the  affertion,  that  not 
the  fmalleft  figns  ot  life  appeared.  They  con¬ 
veyed  him  to  the  houle  oi  Finlay  Fergufon ,  a 
publican,  upon  the  Quay  \  where,  from  the  con- 
iufion  and  inexperience  of  the  attendants,  the 
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body  lay  ten  minutes  before  any  attempts  were 
made  to  recover  it ;  at  length  his  wet  clothes 
were  taken  off,  and  the  body  was  laid  before  the 
lire,  in  the  tap-room  ;  the  afliflants  continually 
rubbing  him  hith  hot  cloths.  Mr.  Faux,  the 
neareft  afliilant-furgeon,  was  fent  for,  but  he 
not  being  at  home,  the  mefienger  ran  to  Mr. 
Waring,  furgeon,  in  Tower-flreet,  who  came 
and  bled  the  patient,  and  made  ufe  of  other  fuit- 
able  means  till  he  was  in  fome  meafure  recovered. 
He  was  afterwards  conveyed  to  the  parifh  work- 
houfe,  where  he  was  received  with  the  greatefl 
humanity,  and  taken  care  of  till  Monday,  when 
they  new  cloathed  him,  and  as  he  was  now  able  to 
go  about  his  bufinefs,  he  was  difmiffed, 

William  Lockwood ,  Edward  Lifmore ,  John 
Whitejield  and  John  Green ,  are  the  names  of  the 
firft  four  perfons  who  attended  this  unfortunate 
man,  and  they  were  accordingly  rewarded  with 
one  guinea  each.  The  truth  of  the  above  par¬ 
ticular  cafe  has  been  certified  to  us  by  MefTrs. 
Jo/eph  Harrifon ,  mailer  of  the  fhip  *,  Edward 
Grants  John  Almond ,  a  houfe- keeper  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  John  Hurls s  and  Stephen  G cod/an,  Bea¬ 
dles ;  alfo  Mr.  Jefemiah  Vaux ,  the  afiiflant  fur¬ 
geon. 

This  man  appeared  before  the  Society  to  return 
thanks  to  the  gentlemen  who  were  the  inflruments 
of  his  prefervation.  His  account  agreed  with 
that  of  others  in  the  fame  unfortunate  circum- 
fiances,  (viz.)  that  his  fenfes  were  immediately 
loft,  nor  had  he  the  lead  recolledlion  of  any 
thing  that  palled  from  the  moment  of  his  fall  to 
the  time  of  his  recovery  at  the  public- houfe.  He 
faid  he  was  well  in  health,  except  a  flight  oppreflion 
upon  his  bread,  attended  with  a  tickling  cough. 
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CASE  XVII. 

March  5,  1 7  7  5.  As  Daniel  Ayres  apprentice 

to  Mr. - a  Button- maker  in  Chrijiopher - 

alley ,  Moorfields,  and  two  girls  Alice  Roberts  and 
Elizabeth  Williams ,  his  fellow  iervants,  were 
walking  in  the  fields  between  ljlington  and  Cannon - 
bury-houfe ,  they  were  furprized  by  a  noife  re¬ 
sembling  the  groaning  of  a  perfon  in  diflrefs. 
This  they  imagined  at  firft  to  proceed  from  an 
adjacent  ditch  ;  but  as  they  could  not  perceive  any 
one  in  it,  they  waiked  towards  the  bridge  aero  is 
the  new  river  ;  from  thence  they  Saw  the  body  of 
a  man  floating  in  the  centre  of  the  river,  with  his 
face  downwards.  By  Some  Soft  dirt  which  adhered 
to  the  top  of  the  rails,  they  naturally  conje&ured 
that  to  have  been  the  place  from  whence  he  had 
thrown  himfelf.  The  lad  ran  to  the  water  fide, 
and  by  the  help  of  a  flick,  reached  the  fkirt  of 
his  coat,  and  then  drew  the  body  towards  him, 
which  proved  fo  heavy,  that  with  the  aid  of  the 
girls  he  was  fcarcely  able  to  lift  it  on  fhore.  The 
man  appeared  to  be  about  fixty  years  of  age, 
very  large,  and  jolly,  his  face  was  livid  and  con- 
fiderably  bloated.  At  firft  they  thought  him 
quite  dead,  but  in  a  fhort  time  they  difeovered 
fome  feeble  figns  of  life,  which  increafed  after 
they  had  fhaken  and  rolled  him  upon  the  ground. 
In  about  twenty  minutes  he  was  lo  far  recovered 
as  to  be  capable  of  walking  with  their  affiflance, 
or  rather  crawling,  with  the  turnoff  difficulty,  to 
Mr.  Lane's ,  the  publican,  near  to  Canonbury-houje . 
He  was  then  consigned  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Mac - 
glefian ,  furgeon,  in  Upper  Moorfields,  who  was 
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fortunately  upon  the  fpot.  This  gentleman  in¬ 
forms  us,  that  the  man  ftill  continued  fenfelefs, 
drew  his  breath  with  great  difficulty,  and  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  in  a  confiderable  degree  of  danger. 
He  dripped  him  of  his  wet  clothes,  and  laid  him 
before  the  kitchen  fire,  rubbing  him  with  fait, 
&c.  It  was  about  two  hours  before  this  un¬ 
fortunate  man  was  able  to  fpeak  diftinblly.  He 
then  told  the  attendants  that  his  name  was  Bailey s 
that  he  lived  in  Burn  again- alleys  near  the  Old 
Bailey,  and  that  extreme  poverty  was  the  caufe 
of  his  making  this  attempt  upon  his  own  life. 

The  lad  with  his  female  companions  were  pro¬ 
perly  rewarded  by  the  Society.  Mr.  Lane  very 
humanely  gave  every  affiftance  his  home  could 
afford,  and  generoufly  refufed  to  accept  of  th<p 
promifed  reward. 

CASE  XVIII. 

March  10th,  1775.  A  decent,  well  dreffed  wo¬ 
man,  was  obferved  to  wander  about  the  Serpen¬ 
tine  River  in  Hyde  Park,  for  the  fpace  of  three 
hours;  at  length  (he  threw  herfelf  into  it.  For¬ 
tunately  two  horfe  grenadiers,  Leonard  Cowley 
and  William  Mafon  by  name,  were  witneffes  to 
the  fact  from  a  window  near  the  Park  wall.  They 
immediately  ran  to  the  place  and  drew  her  out  of 
the  water.  She  continued  apparently  dead  for 
about  ten  minutes  after  (he  was  taken  out,  but 
when  they  had  ffiaken  and  rubbed  her  feme  time, 
they  perceived  a  trembling  in  her  under  jaw  *,  they 
immediately  carried  her  to  St.  George's  Hofpital , 
where  the  furgeons  belonging  to  the  hofpital,  by 
continuing  in  the  ufe  of  the  proper  means,  were 
fo  happy  as  to  recover  her.

The  above  particulars  were  communicated  to 
us  by  Mr.  Jackfon ,  furgeon,  at  Knightjbridge ,  one 
of  the  medical  affidants,  who  was  fent  for  foon 
after  the  event,  but  before  he  could  arrive,  the 
patient  was  conveyed  to  the  hofpital. 

We  have  fince  learned  that  the  name  of  this 
unlortunate  woman  is  Frances  Pickup  ;  fhe  keeps 
a  chandler’s  fhop  in  the  Borough.  She  was  in¬ 
duced  to  make  this  horrid  attempt  to  deftroy 
herfclf,  by  the  embarraffed  fituation  of  her  huf- 
band’s  affairs,  being  in  hourly  expectation  of  an 
arreft. 

It  is  with  the  utmofl  pleafnre  we  are  enabled  to 
inform  the  public,  that  our  attempts  to  recover 
thofe  who  endeavour  to  deftroy  themfelves  are 
not  as  has  been  furmifed,  entirely  vain  and  nu¬ 
gatory.  This  unhappy  perfon  is  fenfible  of  her 
great  deliverance,  and  entertains  the  warmed 
gratitude  to  the  inftruments  of  her  prefervation. 
Thefe  are  the  fentiments  fhe  expreffed  to  Mr. 
JLane ,  Brewer,  in  the  Borough,  to  whofe  houfe 
the  honed  creature  went  a  little  time  after  this 
event,  and  payed  fome  money  fhe  owed  him. 

We  have  fince  learned  that  the  indulgence 
of  her  hufband’s  creditors,  and  humanity  of  many 
made  acquainted  with  her  diflrefs,  have  placed 
this  poor  honed  woman  in  a  comfortable  fitua¬ 
tion. 

The  foldiers  received  the  reward  promifed  by 
the  fociety.  The  beadle  at  Knightjbrjdge  received 
alfo  a  fatisfadtory  gratuity.

CASE  XIX. 


The  following  we  (kali  relate  in  the  words  of. the 
gentleman  who  has  favoured  us  with  the  parti- 
ticulars,  and  has  been  fo  greatly  inftrumental  in 
the  recovery. 

On  Saturday,  May  6,  about  nine  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  a  meffenger  came  to  tell  me  that  A.  B 
was  juft  taken  out  of  the  new  river  near  Canon - 
hiry-houfe ,  and  (up poled  to  be  dead.  I  went  im¬ 
mediately  to  the  public  houfe  kept  by  Mr.  Lane , 
where  I  found  the  patient  fupported  in  a  chair  by 
two  men.  He  could  not  fpeak,  and  breathed  with 
the  greateft  difficulty ;  his  puifes  were  interrupted 
and  very  languid ;  he  was  ftone  cold  all  over,  and 
had  an  univerfal  tremor  upon  him.  I  attempted 
in  vain  to  make  him  fwallow  a  tea-fpoon  full 
of  warm  rum  and  water.  I  got  oft'  his  wet 
clothes  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  had  him  put  into 
a  warm  bed  between  the  blankets.  He  breathed 
with  lb  much  difficulty  that  he  could  not  lie  down 
in  bed,  I  opened  a  vein  in  his  arm,  which  bled 
freely  ;  I  took  about  feven  ounces,  which  relieved 
his  breathing  a  little.  I  then  got  down  a  fpoonful 
or  two  of  warm  rum  and  water*,  he  now  fpoke 
for  the  fir  ft  time,  complained  much  of  the  pain  it 
gave  him  to  fwallow,  and  was  with  great  difficulty 
pravailed  on  to  take  any  more.  His  abdomen 
and  thorax  were  all  the  while  rubbed  with  flannels 
dipped  in  hot  "brandy;  in  ab  cut  an  hour  and  h a  If 
he  began  to  grow  warm.,  and  his  breathing  became 
gradually  eafier.  At  eleven  I  left  him  tolerably 
recovered,  only  that  he  complained  of  a  pain  and 

tightnefs 
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tightnefs  acrofs  his  breaft.  Pe&oral  medicines 
were  adminiftered,  and  I  faw  him  the  next  day 
perfe&ly  recovered.  He  is  fixty-five  years  old. 

The  following  is  the  account  I  received  from 
the  by-ftanders,  of  what  paffed  previous  to  my 
coming  up  to  him.  Mr.  Dawes ,  a  gentleman 
near  Canonbury-houfe,  Iflington,  crolling  the 
bridge,  faw  fomething  floating  on  the  furface  of 
the  water  at  a  little  diftance  *,  he  called  fome  men 
who  were  at  work  juft  by,  one  of  whom  immedi¬ 
ately  jumped  in  and  pulled  the  body  out.  He  lay  on 
his  back  in  the  water,  with  his  head  quite  under  the 
furface,  and  entirely  motionlefs.  When  they  took 
him  out,  there  was  not  the  leaft  appearance  of 
life.  However  one  of  them  took  him  on  his  back 
to  bring  him  to  Canonbury-houfe,  The  diftance 
being  confiderable,  the  man  was  obliged  to  lay 
down  his  burthen  to  reft,  and  then  perceived 
the  patient  figh.  This  encouraged  him  to  proceed, 
and  when  he  was  come  to  Canonbury-houfe ,  the  pa¬ 
tient  opened  his  eye%  and  fhewed  other  figns  of  re¬ 
turning  life.  In  this  fituation  I  found  him,  and  have 
already  related  what  palled  afterwards. 

.  As  I  wifhed  much  to  know  how  long  he  had 
been  in  the  water,  I  made  what  enquiries  I  could 
for  that  purpofe,  but  could  get  no  other  informa¬ 
tion,  than  that  his4hat  was  found  on  the  bank,  a 
confiderable  diftance  from  where  he  was  taken 
up.  However  I  made  what  I  could  of  this  intel¬ 
ligence.  I  mealured  the  diftance,  and  found  it  to 
be  162  yards.  I  then  caufed  a  large  block  of 
wood  to  be  put  into  the  river,  and  watched  how 
long  it  was  in  floating  that  diftance.  1  found  it

was  nineteen  minutes  and  an  half which  I  fhould 
conjecture  was  near  the  time  he  was  fenfelefs,  as 

it 
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it  is  hardly  to  be  fuppofed  that  he  floated  while  any 
power  of  abtion  remained. 

Thoh  this  perfon  may  be  faid  in  home  meafure 
to  have  recovered  of  himfelf,  yet  I  am  much  in¬ 
clined  to  believe,  confidering  his  age  and  the  cir- • 
cumftances  in  which  I  found  him,  that  he  would 
notwithstanding  have  died,  had  he  not  had  pro¬ 
per  afli  fiance. 

1  am  extremely  happy  in  having  it  in.  my 
power  to  add  one  to  the  number  of  thole  who 
owe  their  lives  to  this  focietyj  and  am,  &c.

Mr.  Church  afterwards  learned  that  the  man’s 
name  is  Cambell ,  and  upon  his  acquainting  the 
Treafurer  that  John  Mu /grave  and  James  Horfe - 
man  were  the  perfons  who  took  the  body  out  of 
the  river,  they  were  fatisfadtorily  rewarded. 


CASE  XX. 

Th  is  next  in  Ranee  of  the  prefervation  was  tram 
fmitted  to  us  by  Mr.  Hodgfon ,  one  of  the  me¬ 
dical  aRiftants. 

Yrflerdav  about  eight  o’clock  in  the  evenings 
Jacob  Hilly  a  feaman,  fell  from  on  board  a  fhip, 
near  Wapping  old  flairs,  into  the  river.  Fie  was 
throwing  his  hammock  and  bedding  from  one 
fhip  to  the  next,  intending  to  leap  after  u,  but 
{landing  too  near  the  edge  of  the  {"hip’s  gun  whale, 
and  the  bedding  being  heavy,  in  the  a&ion  of 
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throwing  his  foot  flipped,  and  he  fell  down  with 
it  :  he  was  carried  about  200  yards  with  the  tide. 
T  wo  watermen  (the  bearers  hereof)  hearing  the 
cry  of  a  man  being  overboard,  rowed  immediately 
to  his  afliftance,  and  took  him  up  by  luckily 
catching  hold  of  the  flap  of  his  waiftcoat  when  he 
was  near  finking;  it  being  then  about  ten  minutes 
from  his  tailing  from  the  fhip.  I  faw  the  men 
take  hirh  up  from  a  room  in  my  houfe,  and  when 
they  brought  him  on  fhore,  I  went  to  him  •  he 
walked  from  the  boat  to  the  flreet,  and  except  a 
little  ficknefs,  teemed  as  well  as  if  nothing  had 
happened.  1  deflred  him  to  pull  off  his  wet 
clothes  and  go  to  bed,  but  he  refufed.  I  then 
ordered  the  watermen  to  pull  them  off  by  force, 
but  he  continued  oOftinate,  and  faid  he  would  go 
to  his  lodgings  ( King-ftreet ,  Tower-hill)  where 
he  now  is.  I  am.  Sir,

P.  S.  The  names  of  the  watermen  who  took 
him  up,  are  Roger  Dufty  and  Jofeph  Campbell. 

Thefe  men  Were  duly  rewarded  by  the  Society. 
It  may  not  be  improper  to  repeat,  that  although 
the  Society  have  not  abfolutely  engaged  to  diftribute 
their  rewards,  unlefs  tire  objedl  be  apparently  dead> 
in  order  to  avoid  being  expo  Ad  to  fallacious 
claims,  yet  they  have  entrufled  their  Treaiurer 
with  difcfetionary  power  to  reconapence,  in  the 
molt  fatisfadtory  manner,  every  man  who  fhall 
be  inftriwnental  in  preferving  his  fellow  creature 
from  drowning,  where  it  fhall  clearly  appear  that 
the  premium  is  defefved.  By  this  regulation  we 
hope  to  be  free  from  impofltion,  and  yet  not  to  omit

any  opportunity  of  rewarding  the  vigilant  and 
humane.  In  fadt  it  is  much  more  defirable 
to  prevent  thefe  accidents,  than  to  truft  to  the 
uncertainty  of  a  recovery,  where  the  objedt  is 
apparently  dead,  although  the  latter  cafe  may  be 
a  greater  fubjedt  of  aftonifhment,  and  refledt  the 
greater  honor  upon  our  inftitution.  And  it  is 
with  pleafure  we  fhall  recite,  in  the  reports  of  this 
year,  feveral  inftances  of  a  fitnilar  prefervation : 
Thefe  we  hope  will  prove  an  incitement  to  water¬ 
men  and  others,  to  give  the  mod  fpeedy  aids  to 
perfons  in  fuch  an  extremity  of  cliftrefs. 

CASE  XXL 

The  following  is  the  fecond  indance  of  fuccefs  com¬ 
municated  to  us  by  Mr.  Church .  We  fhall 

relate  it  in  his  own  words. 


On  the  2d  of  June,  1 775,  about  three  in  the 
afternoon,  a  gentleman  (Mr.  Bell)  came  on 
horfe-back  to  tell  me  that  a  boy,  named  Tho¬ 
mas  Pat  ter  fen ,  was  juft  taken  out  of  the  New 
River,  by  the  City-road,  apparently  drowned ; 
he  was  fo  kind  as  to  lend  me  his  horfe  to  lave 
time.  I  immediately  went  and  found  the  boy 
at  the  door  of  the  Coach  and  Horfes  public 
honfe,  without  any  figns  of  life,  perfectly  cold, 
his  face  fwollen  and  livid,  and  the  blood  much 
ftagnated  in  his  thighs,  in  his  wet  clothes,  laid 
acrofs  a  barrel  on  his  belly,  and  held  by  two 
men,  who  were  roiling  him  with  fome  violence, 
imagining  thereby  to  get  the  water  out  of  him 
(as  they  laid).  I  immediately  put  a  ft  op  to  this 
pernicious  pradtice,  had  him  brought  into  the 
houfe  and  dripped.  Very  fortunately  the  fun 
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flaone  warm  upon  the  table,  on  which  I  laid  the 
naked  body,  had  it  well  dried  with  warm  flannels, 
and  immediately  began  applying  the  remedies  pro- 
pofed  by  the  Society,  viz.  fumigations,  fridtions, 
&c.  In  about  ten  minutes  a  (mail  motion  was 
perceived  in  his  under  jaw,  and  his  lips  began  to 
lofe  their  livid  hue,  and  to  look  of  a  more  natural 
colour.  I  now  difcovered  a  very  trifling  pulfation, 
and  fome  final  1  degree  of  warmth  under  the  axilla . 
I  next  opened  a  vein  in  his  arm,  which  firft  bled 
drop  by  drop  for  about  a  minute,  and  then  darted 
out  in  a  full  dream.  The  boy  fighed  foftly,  and 
continued  to  do  fo  about  every  half  minute,  tho* 
there  were  no  figns  of  intermediate  refpiration. 
Thele  favourable  fymptoms  induced  me  to  conti¬ 
nue  the  means  with  great  fpirit,  and  in  one  hour 
and  an  half  he  became  generally  though  (lightly 
convulfed.  His  breathing  was  now  diftinff,  tho* 
performed  with  the  greated  diff  culty  :  his  pulfes 
ltill  continued  very  languid,  and  the  proper  warmth 
was  not  yet  returned  :  foon  after  this  he  vomited. 
As  the  animal  functions  now  began  to  exert  them- 
themfelves,  I  judged  warmth  was  the  likelieffc 
means  to  compleat  the  recovery.  I  therefore  got  a 
bed  well  heated,  and  put  him  in  between  the  blan¬ 
kets.  I  now  applied  volatiles  to  his  nofe,  temples, 
and  wrids,  and  flannels  dipt  in  hot  brandy  to  his 
domach,  which  immediately  relieved  his  breathing. 
The  pulfation  of  the  heart  became  now  very  per¬ 
ceptible  j  his  puifes  mended,  and  he  had  acquired 
a  pretcy  general  heat.  He  could  not  yet  fwallow. 
He  now  vomited  again,  and  foon  after  lod  all  his 
warmth,  and  the  perceptible  pulfation  of  his  heart. 
His  pulfe  at  the  wrid  became  very  languid  and  ir¬ 
regular.  This  was  about  two  hours  and  an  half 
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from  the  time  I  firft  faw  him.  Thefe  appearances 
alarmed  me  much,  and  made  me  exert  every 
means  likely  to  relieve,  with  the  greateft  diligence. 
Hot  brandy  was  applied  freely,  and  fridtions  with 
a  warm  hand  were  continued  very  fmartly,  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  upon  the  mufcles  of  the  fore¬ 
arm,  with  apparent  advantage.  I  now  forced  open 
his  eye-lids,  and  was  much  pleafed  to  find  the 
light  prove  a  very  powerful  ftimulus  *,  it  made 
him  move  himfelf  a  good  deal.  Soon  after  this 
he  was  much  convulfed  all  over,  the  convulfions 
lafted  full  ten  minutes.  When  they  went  off  he 
opened  his  eyes,  and  made  an  effort  to  raife  him¬ 
felf.  up  in  the  bed.  He  could  now  1  wallow  a  lit¬ 
tle-,  his  warmth  was  returned;  his  pulfes  regular, 
tho’  too  languid,  and  his  refpiration  free  *,  butftill 
he  did  not  appear  to  have  the  leaft  degree  of  con- 
fcioufnefs.  If  he  was  fpoken  to  rather  loudly,  he 
would  look  at  you,  but  immediately  became  co- 
matofe,  and  fo  continued  til]  he  was  roufed  again, 
nor  could  his  attention  be  fixed  for  iopger  than 
half  a  minute.  This  circumftance  made  me  fear 
he  had  received  a  blow  on  the  head  ;  I  therefore 
examined  his  head  very  attentively,  but  could  dis¬ 
cover  no  external  marks  of  violence.  I  would 
then  have  bled  him  again,  had  not  his  puife  con¬ 
tinued  too  languid.  I  determined  therefore  to  fee 
what  fleep  would  do  for  him.  I  watched  him  for 
near  an  hour  longer,  he  continued  fleeping  quiet¬ 
ly,  and  was  got  into  a  profufe  perforation  :  this 
was  four  hours  from  the  time  he  was  undrdfed.  I 
now  thought  1  might  fafely  leave  him.  About 
an  hour  after,  I  fent  my  journeyman  to  fee  how 
he  was :  he  brought  me  word  that  he  continued 
fleeping,  and  juft  as  I  left  him.  About  ten 
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o’clock  I  went  to  him  again.  Soon  after  I  came  he 
awoke,  continued  fhll  infenfible  and  comatofe  ;  his 
pulfes  we.re  now  full  and  frequent,  which  deter¬ 
mined  me  to  take  fome  more  blood  from  him,  I 
opened  a  vein,  and  by  the  time  he  had  bled  fix 
ounces,  he  uttered  two  or  three  inarticulate  words 
to  his  mother,  who  flood  by.  He  prefently  fell  a- 
fleep  again,  and  as  his  pulfes  began  to  flag,  I 
was  fatisfied  with  the  quantity  of  blood  I  had  tak¬ 
en,  tied  up  his  arm  and  left  him.  The  next 
morning  I  was  told  by  his  mother,  that  he  awoke 
about  three  o’clock,  which  was  twelve  hours  from 
the  time  the  accident  happened,  l'poke  fenfibly, 
took  nourifhment,  went  to  fleep  again,  and  awoke 
in  the  morning  perfedly  well,  except  fatigue, 
forenels,  &c. 

This  boy  had  been  under  the  water  a  quarter  of 
(in  hour  at  leafb,  and  full  forty  minutes  were  loft 
before  I  came  to  him.  He  was  found  under  a 
bridge  with  his  head  ftuck  fall  in  the  mud.  He 
is  eleven  years  ot  age. 

Quere,  whether  the  obflinate  coma,  which  was 
by  tar  the  moft  alarming  fymptom  of  all,  may 
not  be  fairly  attributed  to  the  dilcipline  of  roiling 
on  the  barrel  before  I  faw  him  ?  Whereby  the 
blood  might  have  been  forced  fo  violently  into  the 
veflels  of  the  head  as  to  occafion  a  preternatural 
prefiure  on  the  brain.  The  relief  he  found  from 
the  fecond  bleeding  feems  to  countenance  this  con- 
jedture.  1  hope  therefore  this  will  be  a  caution  to 
others,  ro  abftain  from  a  pradice  which  may  be 
injurious,  and  from  which  much  good  cannot  be 
expeded.  I  am,  &c.

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The  above  remarkable  cafe  becomes  the  more 
valuable,  as  it  is  an  evidence  of  the  abfoJute  ne- 
ceffity  of  vigorous  perfeverance  ;  and  a  f2tis fac¬ 
tory  demonftration  to  every  ingenuous  mind,  that 
the  aCtual  application  of  means  are  productive  of 
the  moft  falutary  effe&s.  For  furely  no  one  will 
be  fo  abfurd  as  to  maintain  that  the  body  would 
have  been  retimed  without  thefe  applications, 
when  there  was  an  obvious  conteft  of  fo  many 
hours,  between  the  fkilful  praflitioner  and  the 
overwhelmed  powers  of  nature  :  and  when  fuch 
attention  and  care  was  necelfary  on  his  part  in  or¬ 
der  to  infure  the  victory. 

CASE  XXII,

Communicated  by  Mr,  Powfey  of  Poplar . 

Being  at  Mr.  IVard* $  yard,  near  the  Orchard - 
hottfe,  in  company  with  Mr.  Kemp ,  a  cooper,  fur- 
veying  a  building  there  canying  on,  we  were  a?- 
larmed  with  the  people  crying  out,  Mr.  Kemp's 
Apprentice  was  drowned,  (his  name  James  Pike), 
I  ran  immediately  to  the  fide  of  the  river,  (the 
river  Lee)  and  round  a  man  in  a  Punt  trying  with 
one  of  the  oars  to  raife  him  from  the  bottom.  In 
a  little  time  he  fucceeded,  by  having  happily  got 
the  blade  under  his  belly,  and  by  purchasing  on 
the  boat’s  gunwale  the  body  appeared,  fufpended 
much  like  the  fign  of  the  fleece,  the  head  and 
heels  hanging  in  the  water,  and  the  back  curving 
a  little  above.  We  were  much  perplexed  how  to 
get  him  on  fhore  *  the  man  could  not  quit  his  hold 
of  the  oar  to  take  hold  of  the  body,  nor  could 
any  one  jump  into  the  Punt,  as  the  leaft  motion 
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mud  have  fhook  him  off  the  blade.  At  laft  a  man 
undreffed  himfelf  and  brought  him  on  fhore  with¬ 
out  the  lead  appearance  of  fenfe  or  motion,  quite 
black  in  the  face,  and  his  eyes  ready  to  dart  from 
their  orbits.  The  people  would  have  rolled  him 
on  a  calk,  which  I  would  not  differ,  but  com¬ 
pelled  them  to  carry  him  to  a  piece  of  timber,  on 
which  laying  his  head  a  little  raifed,  we  chafed 
him  on  every  part  till  he  was  dry  *,  then  rubbing 
him  with  falcon  his  back  and  belly,  in  about  five 
minutes  fome  little  figns  of  life  appeared.  I  then 
ordered  fome  warm  water,  in  which  putting  fome 
fait,  I  held  it  to  his  mouth  and  forced  a  little 
down  his  throat,  which  excited  an  inclination  to 
vomit.  The  efforts  accelerated  the  flow  returning 
circulation,  and,  after  drenching  him  feveral  times, 
I  left  him  hobbling  into  his  mader’s  houfe,  com- 
plaining  of  nothing  but  the  forenefs  of  his  back, 
which  indeed  was  almod  excoriated  by  the  frifti- 
on.  He  had  been  in  the  water  eleven  minutes . 
It  would  have  made  you  fmile  to  have  feen  the 
drange  contortions  of  countenance,  and  heard  the 
incoherence  of  his  fpeech  on  his  return  to  life ,  as 
I  may  fay  ;  for  I  am  lure  I  thought  his  recovery 
impoffible.

This  indance  of  fqccefs,  from  a  gentleman  who 
is  not  of  the  profedion,  mud  be  more  fatisfadlo- 
ry  to  every  perfon  who  has  the  inteieft  of  mankind 
at  heart,  as  it  is  an  indication  of  the  good  winch 
may  be  done  in  thefe  diftrelsfi.il  accidents,  by  any 
one  who  nays  a  due  attention  to  the  methods  of 
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treatment  we  have  circumftantially  laid  down  : 
and  we  hope  the  example  which  Mr.  Powfey  hag- 
given  of  {kill  and  humanity,  will  induce  others  to 
make  themfelves  familiarly  acquainted  with  a  prac¬ 
tice,  which  may  enable  them  alfo  to  fave  a  fellow 
creature  from  impending  death. 

Benjamin  Kemp ,  by  whom  the  body  was  fu im¬ 
pended  on  the  blade  of  the  oar,  and  James  Pike 4 
the  man  who  jump’d  into  the  river,  upon  produ¬ 
cing  a  certificate,  figned  by  Mr.  Powfey ,  were  fa- 
tisfaftorily  rewarded.  This  gentleman  being  af- 
bove  the  acceptance  of  any  pecuniary  reward,  both 
as  to  circumftanees  and  a  generous  fpirit,  he  "re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Committee  thofe  acknowledgment^ 

■  which  were  due  to  his  care  and  philanthropy. 

CASE  XXII. 

Communicated  by  Mr*  H.  Pierce ,  a  Medical  Af- 

fiftanf. 


I  was  yefterday,  July  17,  lent  forte  a  poof  mart' 
whole  name  is  Plunkett ,  a  (hip wright,  but  out  of 
work,  who  has  lately  employed  as  a  labouring  mart 
on  the  river.  As  he  was  carrying  (laves  from  a  vef- 
iel  he  fell  into  the  Water,  between  two  (kips,  and 
would,  1  believe,  have  been  drowned,  had  he 


not  been  afiifted  and  taken  up  by  Lew:s  Pander - 
pump  and  IP  1  hi  am  Pendegrafs.  Two  other  perfon'S' 
alio  afiifted  in  carrying  him  to  a  public  houfe,  the 
Plorfe  Shoe  and  Magpye ,  faci ng  W opping  Old  Stairs  * 
the  mafter  of  which,  Chrijlcpber  Penny  cook,  re¬ 
ceived  him  and-  put  him  to-bed,  and  with  muck 
tendernefs  gave  him  every,  thing  that  was  nrcet- 

was  ienfibie 
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fary.  When  I  fir  ft  law  Plunkett  h< 
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and  fpoke,  but  not  a  little  frightened.  As  he  had 
received  a  flight  contufion  from  the  fall,  I  took  a 
few  ounces  of  blood  from  him  ;  otherwife  I  fhould 
not  have  thought  any  thing  necefiary  to  be  done. 

Whether  or  not  the  Society  (hall  think  the  per- 
fons  who  took  the  man  up,  and  the  others  who 
a  {Fitted,  deferving  of  any  recompence,  I  mutt 
leave  wholly  to  them.  1  could  not  however  for¬ 
bear,  in  juttice  to  the  above  perfons,  giving  this 
account.

begun  to  gafp,  and  (hewed  other  figns  of  life.  In 
about  half  an  hour  Mr.  Pierce  came,  and  the  man 
was  very  foon  afterwards  recovered. 

N.  B  Altho*  he  had  a  large  wound  in  his 
thigh,  his  knife  having  run  into  it  by  his  falling  a- 
gainft  the  (hip’s  fide  *  yet  he  was  not  fenfible  of 
any  pain  from  thence  for  the  fpace  of  fix  minutes  : 
As  loon  as  he  becanie  fenfible,  that  was  the  firft 
thing  complained  of.

The  other  unhappily  went  to  the  bottom,  and 
was  not  found  till  near  an  hour  after  the  accident, 
when  he  was  brought  to  Mrs.  Brigg’ s,  the  fign  of 
the  King’s  Arms ,  the  neared  public  houfe.  She 
received  him  very  humanely,  furnifhed  him  every 
requifite  in  her  department,  and  together  with 
niyfelf  and  the  underwritten,  ufed  every  means 
to  recover  him,  but  without  fuccefs.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Hodfon ,  Medical  Afe 

fiftant,  in  (Mapping. 

Yefterday  Richard  Thomas,  a  waterman,  ap¬ 
plied  to  me  for  the  reward  for  taking  James  Matty 
out  of  the  river.  The  boy  is  about  four  years  of 
age,  was  playing  in  a  gallery  adjoining  to  flapping 
Old  Stairs,  and  by  feme  means  tumbled  into  the 
river*  from  a  height  of  about  nine  feet :  it  was 
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then  near  high-water.  Thomas  was  in  his  boat 
dole  by,  and  immediately  took  the  child  up. 
They  did  not  apply  to  a  Medical  Affiftant,  the 
child  not  being  at  all  hurt.  Some  fortunate  cir- 
cumfiances  attended  this  accident:  if  it  had  been 
Jow- water,  the  child  muff  inevitably  have  been 
killed.  As  it  was,  there  were  two  boats  almoft 
immediately  under  the  place  from  which  he  fell: 
thefe  boats  were  a  little  afunder  :  between  them 
the  objedl  fell.  Thomas  was  in  one  of  them  ;  and 
no  doubt,  from  motives  of  humanity,  and  we 
will  likewife  fupppofe  adfuated  in  fome  meafure  by 
the  reward  offered,  immediately  took  him  up. 
The  mother  of  the  child  would  have  paid 
Thomas ,  but  he  would  not  receive  any  thing  from 
her,  as  fhe  is  poor.

CASE  XXV. 

Saturday ,  July  16,  1775,  about  half  pad  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  as  John  Venables ,  a  boy 
about  thirteen  years  of  age,  was  bathing  in  the 
river  Thames ,  by  Black  Fryars  Bridge ,  fome  per¬ 
son  prefect  unfortunately  threw  a  pear  into  the 
water,  after  which  the  unhappy  boy  ventured  out 
of  his  depth,  funk  under  the  furface,  and  after 
lifing  a  iecond  time,  totally  difappeared.  It  being 
Sunday ,  the  iron  gate  which  lliurs  up  the  ferry 
was  locked:  But  Jojeph  Knight  feeing  the  lad 
fink,  unened  lately  ran  for  the  key.  He  procured 
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#lfo  a  boat-hook,  and  fearched  for  the  body,  A$ 
length  he  happily  found  it  ;  and,  raifing  it  above 
the  furface  of  the  water,  Jofieph  Durant  catched 
hold  of  the  foot,  and  drew  it  toward  the  gunwale 
of  the  boat.  The  man  conje&ures  that  nearly  teg 
minutes  had  elapfed  from  his  difappearing,  to  the 
time  of  his  being  taken  into  the  boat ,  and  indeed 
fo  many  particulars  could  fcarcely  have  pa  (Ted  in  a 
ftiorter  fpace  of  time.  They  declare  there  were 
not  any  fymptoms  of  the  fmalleft  remains  of  life. 
James  Mansfield  and  — — —  Per  dew  now  joined  tfle 
others,  and  afiifted  them  in  conveying  the  body  to 
a  tap  houfe  neareft  the  bridge,  kept  by  Mr.  — — , 
who  received  the  body  with  the  utmoft  readinefs. 
It  was  laid  in  a  blanket  upon  one  of  the  tables  in 
the  tap-room,  and  the  men  applied  themfelves 
with  the  utmoft  vigour  in  rubbing  of  common 
fait  over  the  breaft,  arms,  legs,  At  firft  their 

endeavours  Teemed  fruitlefs ;  but  as  Pardew  was 
rubbing  his  groin,  the  lad  was  heard  to  utter  a 
groan.  In  about  five  minutes  more  he  opened 
his  eyes.  They  now  placed  him  upon  his  feat  in 
an  erebt  pofture,  and  the  favourable  appearances 
began  to  encreafe.  The  Landlady  then  dt  fired 
them  to  remove  the  patient  to  an  adjacent  room, 
where  he  was  laid  upon  a  bed,  and  rubbed  as  be¬ 
fore.  In  about  ten  minutes  after  his  removal,  he 
was  fo  far  reftored  as  to  be  able  to  give  information 
concerning  his  name  and  place  of  abode.  His 
parents  were  immediately  lent  for.  About  this 
time  Mr.  Evans ,  journeyman  to  Mr.  Forbes ,  one 
of  our  Medical  Affiftants,  arrived,  and  giving  the 
lad  fome  fait  and  water  to  drink,  it  excited  a  vo¬ 
miting,  which  Teemed  to  perfect  his  recovery. 
He  was  now  able  to  drds  himfelf,  and  in  this 

happy 
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happy  ftate  was  he  prefented  to  his  joyful  father 
and  mother,  inltead  ol  an  inanimate  corpfe.  They 
immediately  conduced  him  home  and  put  him  to 
bed.  Some  wine  whey  was  given  him,  by  the  order 
qf  Mr.  Evans ,  which  promoted  a  kindly  perfo¬ 
ration.  The  next  day  he  called  at  the  houfe  of 
Mr.  Forbes ,  perfectly  recovered. 

The  above  particulars  were  colle&ed  partly  from 
the  narrative  of  Mr.  Evans ,  and  partly  from  James 
Mansfield ,  who  was  one  of  the  immediate  affiftants, 
and  who  has  given  us  in  a  letter  the  cireum- 
ftances  which  had  taken  place  previous  to  the 
arrival  of  Mr.  Evans :  and  the  truth  of  the 
whole  was  authenticated  to  our  Treafurer  by  Mr. 
Forbes ,  who  had  taken  the  pains  to  examine  the 
different  claimants. 

The  four  men  and  the  landlord  received  cne 
guinea  each.  This  is  a  pleafing  inftance  of  the 
efficacy  of  the  moil  fimple  methods,  ip  fome  cafes  ; 
and  is  another  example  that  perfons  unacquainted 
with  the  medicinal  art  may,  by  due  attention, 
acquire  the  fkill  of  admimftering  the  moff  fuc- 
celsful  aid  to  a  fellow  creature  upon  the  brink  of 
diflolution  ! 

CASE  X^VI. 

July  1 6,  1775.  E s  Mr.  James  Jchnjon  was 
flepping  out  of  one  bear  into  another,  being  a 
little  in  liquor,  he  fell  into  the  Thames.  After 
flruggling  lor  a  few  minutes  he  was  taken  up  by 

two  watermen,  named  Richard  Fbomas  and  - - 

Johnfon .  They  carried  him  to  Mr.  Fhcmpfori* s, 
who  keeps  a  public  houfe  in  the  neighbourhood, 
\vhere  he  drank  fome  brand v,  and  was  very  foon 

fo 
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fb  well  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  go  on  board  one 
of  the  Berwick  vefifels. 

The  watermen  were  recompenfed  for  their  vi¬ 
gilance  and  humanity. 

The  above  was  alfo  communicated  to  us  by 
Mr.  Hodgjon  of  Wapping. 

CASE  XXVII. 

Communicated  alfo  by  Mr.  Hodgjon  of  Wapping . 

Yefterday,  July  i  7,  about  five  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  James  Norris ,  a  fine  boy,  about  (even 
years  of  age,  fon  of  Mr.  Norris  in  Wapping ,  try¬ 
ing  to  flep  into  a  boat  near  the  Old  Stairs ,  fell  in¬ 
to  the  river.  The  place  he  tell  from  is  the  dif- 
tance  of  two  houfes  from  mine  *,  and  Mr.  Raines , 
my  father  -  in  -  law,  fortunately  being  at  the 
window,  faw  him  fall,  called  out  ;  immediately 
Mr.  Bennett,  junior,  our  next  door  neighbour, 
came  to  his  affiftance,  and  ftepping  into  his  fail¬ 
ing- boat,  which  was  moored  at  his  back  door, 
got  hold  of  the  boy’s  arm,  juft  as  he  was  finking 
between  the  boat  and  the  houfes.  At  that  inftanc 
three  watermen  came  from  the  flairs  in  their  boats, 
two  of  whom  were  abtive  in  afilftipo;  Mr.  Bennett 
in  pulling  him  up  ;  for  as  Mr.  Bennett  lay  on  his 
bread:  in  the  boat,  he  could  not  draw  him  into  it. 
The  boy,  who  was  not  more  than  two  minutes 
under  water,  required  no  other  affiftance  than  be¬ 
ing  riibb’d  dry  and  put  to- bed.  To-day  he  is 
very  well,  and  went  to  fchool  as  ufuah 

I  have  Hated  the  accident  as  it  happened,  as 
nearly  as  poftible,,  and  you  will  bed  judge  what 
reward  the  watermen  defer ve  ;  for  as  Mr*  Bennett 

got 
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got  the  fubjeft  up  before  they  came,  they  are  not 
properly  entitled  to  the  full  reward  ;  and  yet  on 
the  other  hand,  as  they  put  off  to  the  place  as  foon 
as  they  heard  Mr.  Raines  call  out,  they  are  cer¬ 
tainly  deferving  of  fomething.

CASE  XXVIII.

The  particulars  of  which  were  communicated  to 
us  by  Mr.  Goodwin  himfelf,  one  of  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Affillants,  living  in  Gain  sfiord  fir  eel,  Shad' 

\ Thames . 

July  20,  1775.  William  Gardner  had  thrown 
himfelf  into  the  river  Thames ,  upon  account 
of  fome  family  uneafinefs.  He  was  taken  up, 
after  he  had  lain  in  the  water  about  five  mi - 
nutes,  and  conveyed  to  the  fign  of  the  George * 
kept  by  Mr.  Batchelor .  Mr.  Goodwin  was  imme¬ 
diately  lent  for,  but  as  he  was  not  at  home,  Mr. 
Shuter ,  his  journeyman,  ran  to  the  place.  He 
found  the  body  ft  iff,  and  cold  in  every  part.  Bufi 
upon  a  more  minute  examination  he  thought  that 
he  perceived  a  pulfation  in  the  artery  of  the  wriff, 
altho*  it  was  extremely  feeble.  He  applied  with 
the  ucmoft  vigilance  the  various  methods  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Society,  fuch  as  fri&ion  with  fait, 
fumigation  per  anum ,  and  alfo  blowing  the  fmoke 
of  tobacco  into  the  lungs.  In  about  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  Mr.  Goodwin  arrived,  and  thos  he  did  not 
©bfcrvc  that  they  had  made  any. advantageous  pro¬ 
gress. 
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grefs,  the  body  dill  Continuing  cold  and  fUff,  yet 
the  languid  pulfe  was  (till  perceptible.  Con¬ 
vinced  that  the  fubjed  would  be  loft,  if  they  re¬ 
laxed  their  diligence,  he  animated  the  attendants 
to  perfevere.  Their  affiduity  was  at  length  re* 
warded  ;  for  in  the  fpace  of  a n  hour  and  a  quarter 
from  his  arrival,  they  perceived  a  warmth  began  to 
return  to  the  body,  and  that  the  joints  became 
more  flexible.  The  pulfe  was  alfo  confiderably 
fafter  and  ftronger.  In  the  fpace  of  another  hout 
a  kindly  warmth  was  univerfally  diftufed  over  his 
body,  his  fenfes  returned,  and  he  was  tolerably 
well  recovered.  The  next  day  he  complained  of 
pains  and  a  great  forenels  in  various  parts  of  his 
body,  which  were  meerly  the  confequences  of  the 
means  ufed  for  his  recovery,  and  they  gradually 
went  off  in  a  few  days. 

Mr.  Goodwin  adds,  that  he  is  clearly  of  opini¬ 
on  that,  had  it  not  been  for  our  Inftitution,  this 
poor  man  would  now  be  numbered  amongft  the 
dead  ;  and  he  humanely  exprefies  the  utmoft  fa- 
tisfadion  that  it  has  been  in  his  power  to  add  one 
to  the  number  who  already  owe  their  lives  to  our 
Society. 

Mr..  Shuler,  the  journeyman,  and  the  other  af- 
fiftants. received  a  guinea  each,  and  alfo  Mr.  Batch - 
dor ,  the  publican. 

CASE  XXIX. 

On  Sunday  the  24th  of  July,  about  five  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  as  T.  Williams  was  bathing  in 
the  Thames  he  was  feized  with  the  cramp,  a-  d 
immediately  funk  ;  upon  which  G  Battilcomhe , 
John  Lce>  RuJJei  Browne ,  and  William  Hanley , 

water- 
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watermen,  put  off  with  their  boats  to  his  affift* 
ance.  At  firft  they  could  fee  nothing  of  him  » 
but  on  the  body’s  rifing  again,  Battifcombe  caught 
hold  of  his  hair,  and  got  him,  with  the  help  of 
the  other  men,  into  his  boat.  Fie  was  to  all  ap¬ 
pearance  dead  ;  being  cold,  motionlefs,  and  in- 
fenfible.  He  was  conveyed  to  the  bgn  of 
the  Chejhire  CheeJej  where  they  ffripp’d  off  h is 
clothes,  dried  the  body,  ufed  fridtions,  and 
other  proper  means  laid  down  by  the  Society.  In 
a  few  minutes  they  perceived  him  to  breathe  very 
laborioufly,  and  to  groan  difmally. 

Dr.  Rogers,  of  Tooks-ccurt ,  one  of  the  Me¬ 
dical  Affiftants  to  the  Society,  was  fentfor,  When 
he  arrrived  he  found  his  body  very  cold,  the 
breathing  very  laborious,  the  pulfe  hardly  percep¬ 
tible,  with  other  alarming  and  dangerous  fymp- 
toms.  He  defired  the  men  to  perfevere  in  the 
fridlion,  &c.  had  him  put  into  a  warm  bed,  and 
prefcribed  proper  medicines  for  him.  In  about 
half  an  hour  his  warmth  gradually  returned  •,  his 
breathing  became  tolerably  eafy  *,  he  fell  into  very 
profufe  fweats,  and  gradually  recovered.  When 
the  Dr.  called  the  next  morning,  Mr.  Tburgar  in¬ 
formed  him  that  he  went  home  late  the  preceding 
night  perfedlly  well ;  and  upon  enquiry  a  few 
days  after,  he  learned  that  his  health  was  perfectly 
teftored.

G  A  S  E  XXX. 

Mefifrs.  Oliver  and  Anfell ,  Medical  Afiidants  a.% 
Brentford ,  have  tranfmitted  to  the  Society  the 
following  cafe,  which  fell  under  their  own  in- 
fpe&ion. 

They  were  font  for  about  eight  o’clock  on 
Monday  evening,  July  24,  to  William  Scotman ,  of 
Swallow-Jlreet ,  St.  James* s,  who  had  been  bath- 
ing  in  the  river  Thames ,  near  the  Bridge  at  Brent¬ 
ford.  This  man,  after  having  been  in  the  water 
about  ten  minutes,  was  feen  by  a  perfon  (landing 
upon  the  bridge  to  druggie,  and  prefently  to  fink: 
under  the  furface.  It  is  fuppofed  he  was  under 
the  water  at  lead  ten  minutes ,  when  by  the  great 
alliduity  of  Jofepb  'Bradjhaw  he  was  taken  out. 
He  was  to  all  appearance  dead.  Medrs  Oliver 
and  Anfell  were  immediately  fent  for  5  but  they 
not  being  at  home,  Mr.  William  Jones ,  their 
journeyman,  attended.  After  the  methods  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Society  had  been  applied,  he  foon 
difcovered  fome  figns  of  life.  He  was  then  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  workhoufe  at  IJlewortb ,  where  he 
was  immediately  put  to  bed  between  blankets 
piade  warm.  In  a  fiiort  time  he  became  fenfible, 
and  [poke  very  diftindlly.  Some  hot  wine  was 
given  to  him,  which  Teemed  to  revive  him  much, 
and  foon  after  a  warm  diaphorefis  broke  out.  He 
had  no  other  complaint  but  a  little  ficknefs  at  his 
domach,  and  appeared  to  be  fo  wrell  recovered 
that  Mr.  Jones  thought  it  fafe  to  leave  him. 

We  are  lorry  to  add  that  the  man  was  feized 
about  half  an  hour  pad  ten  o'clock  the  fame  night, 
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With  a  copious  purging  ftool,  and  was  immediate¬ 
ly  after  taken  with  a  fhivering,  and  died  in  a  very 
Jfhort  time.  I  am  inclined  to  think,  adds  Mr. 
Anfell ,  that  had  a  little  warm  wine  or  brandy  been 
given  at  that  time,  he  might  have  recovered. 

We  could  not  forbear  placing  the  above  among 
the  -cafes  of  recovery,  altho*  the  iffiues  of  it  were 
fo  unfortunate.  For  while  it  gives  an  additional 
teftimony  to  the  efficacy  of  the  means  recom¬ 
mended,  it  evidences  that  there  is  danger  even  in 
too  great  confidence  of  fuccefs.  As  it  does  not 
appear  that  any  error  was  committed  either  by  the 
icarelefsnefs  or  unfkilfulnefs  of  the  attendants,  we 
would  not  be  precipitate  in  our  cenfures  of  thofe 
who  feemed  to  have  been  actuated  by  the  principles 
of  humanity;  yet  we  hope  the  above  inftance  will  in 
Future  render  fuch  as  are  prefent  with  the  pati¬ 
ent  peculiarly  attentive  to  his  ftate.  This  unfor¬ 
tunate  cafe  indicates  alfo  that  the  Practitioner  can¬ 
not  be  too  watchful  over  the  effects  of  an  alvine  dif- 
charge  :  which  it  is  well  known,  when  profufe  and 
laxative,  induces  a  great  weaknefs  upon  the  cori- 
ftitutioh.  Where  this  fymptom  appears,  which 
has  doflbtlefs  a  threatening  afpedf  in  that  enfeebled 
ffate  of  returning  life,  it  would  perhaps  be  advi- 
feable  either  to  check  the  difcharge  with  proper 
aftringents,  or  prevent  its  pernicious  confeqilences 
by  the  timely  adminiffration  of  cordials.  And 
we  cannot  help  thinking  with  Mr.  Anfell ,  that  a 
little  warm  wine,  brandy,  or  any  other  cordial 
flomachic,  might  have  been  of  the  utmoft  fr- 
vice. 

Jofeph  BraSJhaw  was  rewarded  by  the  Society  ; 
and  alfo  John  Dean ,  the  meffienger,  who  ran  to 
call  the  Medical  Affiflants.  '

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CASE  XXXI. 

Copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Fatten,  a  Medical  Af« 
fiftant,  to  the  Treafurer. 

Rat  cliff e  Crofs ,  Friday  July  28,  1775.1 

Sir, 

The  bearer,  Samuel  Stevens ,  applied  to  me  in 
confequcnce  of  his  faving  a  boy  juft  at  the  point 
of  drowning,  by  jumping  into  the  Thames  at  Cock- 
hill,  Ratcliffe  Crofs ,  with  all  his  clothes  on,  and 
bringing  him  out  as  he  was  going  down,  proba¬ 
bly  for  the  laft  time.  The  boy’s  name  is  George 
Plummer ,  he  is  aged  eight  years,  and  he  went  in 
to  bathe  about  noon  on  Friday  laft,  July  21.  Mr. 
Braddock ,  who  belongs  to  the  wharf  where  the 
accident  happened,  was  an  eye-witnefs  to  the 
man’s  humanity.  Altho5  this  cafe  does  not  pro¬ 
perly  come  within  the  printed  plan  of  the  Society, 
I  make  no  doubt  but  they  will  always  be  willing 
to  encourage  fuch  ads  of  humanity.  It  is  for 
this  reafon  1  have  taken  the  liberty  to  trouble  you 
with  this.

Samuel  Patten. 

As  Mr.  Patten  was  not  prefent  at  this  accident, 
he  defired  Mr.  George  Braddock  to  fign  a  certifi¬ 
cate,  to  authenticate  the  truth  of  the  fad.  He 
readily  complied  with  the  requeft. 

We  afterwards  learned  that  Samuel  Stevens  was 
expofed  to  imminent  danger  by  his  endeavouring 
to  fave  the  unfortunate  lad.  For  fwimming  in  his 
hafte,  over  the  very  place  where  the  boy  funk,  the 

unhappy 
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unhappy  Objedt  caught  hold  of  his  leg  ;  and  St e- 
vens ,  in  order  to  extricate  himfelf,  was  under  the 
cruel  necefiity  of  ftriking  the  lad's  knuckles  with 
the  other  foot,  his  flioes  being  on.  This  obliged 
the  boy  to  leave  his  hold,  and  Stevens  turning  a- 
bout,  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  catch  hold  of  his  hair, 
which  he  could  perceive  under  the  furface  of  the 
water. 

The  man,  as  in  other  cafes  of  a  fimilar  nature, 
was  amply  rewarded. 

CASE  XXXII. 

Sunday ,  July  30.  As  a  boy,  his  name  unknown, 
aged  about  feven  years,  was  bathing  irsa  gravel-pit 
in  the  fields  behind  the  duke  of  Bedford' s  garden, 
Islington  Fields ,  he  unfortunately  fell  into  a  deep 
hole,  and  was  in  the  utmofl  danger  of  drowning. 
Very  providentially  Mr.  Jones ,  one  of  the  Direc¬ 
tors  of  this  Society,  palling  by,  and  hearing  of 
the  accident,  informed  a  young  man  Handing  by 
the  pond  of  the  rewards  propofed  by  us,  in  cafes 
of  this  nature.  The  man,  whofe  name  is  David 
Jones ,  immediately  made  the  attempt  with  no  in- 
confiderable  hazard  to  himfelf,  and  he  happily 
fucceeded. 

CASE  XXXIII. 

Sunday ,  Sept.  3.  As  Limothy  Fly ,  Thomas  Lee , 
and  James  Staines ,  were  walking  by  the  fide  of  the 
New  River ,  they  law  a  man  in  the  water  ;  but  by 
their  timely  afiiftance  he  was  taken  out,  and  his 
life  faved.  Thefe  men  were  recompenfed  lor  their 
attention  and  humanity.

Clift  on ,  Journey -man  to  Mr.  Church ,  of 

JJlington ;  who  had  given  himfelf  the  troubid 
of  enquiring  into  the  Subjeft. 

CASE  XXXIV. 

Communicated  by  Mr.  Church  to  the  Treafuref. 

I  have  the  happinefs  to  add  one  more  fuccefsful 
as  to  the  records  of  our  Society,  It  is  tfue  th'fe 
perfon  was  taken  out  with  figns  of  life,  but  To 
totally  infenfible  that  fhe  muft  inevitably  have  pe- 
rifhed,  had  fhe  not  met  with  feafonable  aftiftance. 
The  circumftances  be  pleafed  to  take  as  follows. 

On  the  9th  September ,  Deborah  Green ,  fervant 
at  the  Baldfaced- Stag  public-houfe ,  at  the  end  of 
Camden-ftreet ,  IJlington ,  as  (lie  was  (looping  down 
to  take  a  pail  of  water  out  of  the  New-riverf  loft 
her  balance  and  fell  in.  She  continued  fome  time 
above  water,  to  the  great  diverfion  of  three  tnoft 
inhuman  men  who  flood  on  the  bridge  juft  by, 
looking  at  her  without  offering  the  leaft  aftiftance 
whatever.  Fortunately  for  her,  an  old  man,  be¬ 
tween  60  and  70  years  of  age,  John  bVaggftaff  by 
name,  who  was  at  work  at  the  diftarfee  of  about 
300  yards,  heard  her  fall  in,  and  prefently  ran 
to  her  aftiftance.  When  he  came  to  the  fpot, 
fhe  was  quite  fpent,  had  funk  twice,  and  feerned 
totally  infenftble.  He  immediately  jumped  in  and 
brought  her  out.  She  breathed  a  little  and  moved 
her  limbs,  but  could  not  ftand  ;  nor  did  fine  fhew 
the  leaft  marks  of  confcioufriefs.  The  by-ftanders 
had  the  prefence  of  mind  to  ftrip  off  her  wet 
things  and  carry  her  up  Hairs,  where  fhe  was  put 
into  a  warm  bed  between  the  blankets,  while  they 
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fent  a  mefienger  ( Robert  Pullen )  forme:  unfor* 
tunately  I  was  not  at  home  ;  however  my  journey¬ 
man,  Mr.  Clifton ,  went  to  her.  He  found  her  fo 
far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  fpeak.  She  had  a  very 
general  warmth.  Her  puife  was  ftrong  and  good, 
but  her  breathing  exceedingly  difficult,  infomuch 
that  ffie  was  in  cqnftant  apprehenfion  of  fuffocation. 
Her  face  feemed  much  fwollen  and  overcharged 
with  blood.  He  applied  flannels  dipped  in  hot 
brandy  to  her  ftomach  which  immediately  re¬ 
lieved  her  breathing.  This  is  the  third  inftance 
in  which  I  have  known  this  application  give  im¬ 
mediate  relief  under  thefe  circumftances.  Her 
face  however  continuing  fwollen,  he  judged  it 
proper  to  take  about  fix  ounces  of  blood  from 
her,  which  relieved  her  ftill  more  ;  fhe  prefendy 
got  into  a  profufe  fweat,  mending  gradually,  and 
yefterday  1  took  my  leave  of  her  perfectly  re¬ 
covered.

The  perfons  who  in  my  opinion  merit  the  reward 
are  the  following :  Mr.  Clifton ,  John  kVaggftaff* 
who  jumped  in  and  took  her  out,  Sufannah  Wilkin 
and  Margaret  Emmett ,  who  affifted  in  getting  her 
up  to  bed,  undreffing  and  otherwife  attending 
her,  Robert  Pullen  who  brought  me  the  informa¬ 
tion.  Thefe  perfons  were  all  duly  rewarded. 
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CASE  XXXV. 

William  Cotton,  a  waterman,  about  fix  osclock 
in  the  morning  of  Sept.  23,  as  he  was  rowing  his 
boat  faw  a  man  (one  David  Adamfon )  funk  deep  in 
the  mud  in  Bow-Creek ,  near  Blackwall 5  upon 
which  William  Cotton  called  for  affiftance*  after 
fome  time  George  Wall ,  and  two  others  arrived, 
who  with  great  difficulty  got  him  out  *,  to  all  ap¬ 
pearance  dead.  The  body  was  then  carried  round 
the  Creek  (which  was  a  confiderable  way)  to  an 
adjacent  houfe,  Mr.  Smith  declared  that  he  was 
quite  cold  and  infenfible.  The  men  immediately 
It  ripped  off  his  clothes,  which  wTere  covered  very 
thick  with  mud,  and  placed  the  body  before  a 
large  fire.  They  then  fhook  him  violently,  and 
ufed  friction  for  a  confiderable  time,  and  endea¬ 
voured  frequently  to  get  down  warm  elder  wine, 
purl,  &c.  but  could  not  fucceed.  In  about  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  he  fwaliowed  a  tea-fpoonful  of 
twopenny ,  and  foon  after  a  little  fpiced  elder  wine, 
and  from  that  time  his  fenfibility,  &c.  gradually 
returned.  In  about  two  hours  he  was  tolerably 
well  recovered.  He  continued  very  ill  for  two  or 
three  days  after,  under  the  care  of  an  apothecary, 
at  his  lodgings  at  Deptford  \  but  is  now  perfectly 
well. 

Mr.  Smith ,  one  of  the  Medical  Affiflants,  was 
not  at  home  when  fent  for,  fo  that  the  men  ufed 
the  means  laid  down  by  the  Society,  and  happily 
reftored  him  to  life  ;  upon  which  Mr.  Smith  de- 
lired  the  landlady  to  wait  upon  the  Treafurer,  to 
acquaint  him  with  the  particulars  of  the  cafe.

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N.  B.  The  landlady  received  the  premiurrt  of¬ 
fered  by  the  Society,  and  William  Cotton ,  G,  Wall , 
(Sc,  were  fatisfa&orily  rewarded. 

CASE  XXXV. 

September  27.  William  Oliver,  aged  three  years 
and  an  half,  who  accidentally  fell  into  the  New 
River,  IJlington ,  was  taken  out,  and  his  life  prefer- 
ved  by  James  Morrifon,  who  dived  in  fearch  of  the 
child,  and  Jafeph  Higmore,  who  aflifted  him.  The 
child  was  carried  to  the  fign  of  the  King  of  Pruflia’s 
Head  in  IJlington,  and  there  delivered  to  his  thank¬ 
ful  and  happy  parents. 

CASE  XXXVI. 

Sarah  Anderfon,  of  Lambeth ,  being  a  little  in¬ 
toxicated,  fell  into  the  Thames,  Sept .  30.  It  was 
about  ten  o’clock  at  night,  and  fo  very  dark  that 
no  one  could  tell  the  exadt  place.  But  a  bargeman 
hearing  her  cry  out,  called  out  for  affiftance.  Upon 
which  Jeremiah  Ramjey  and  Jofeph  Hughes ,  went 
in  at  the  White  Hart  Stairs  with  their  clothes  on  ; 
and  continued  in  the  Thames  full  ten  minutes  be¬ 
fore  they  could  find  the  body  •,  and  indeed  the 
barge  was  their  only  direction.  She  was  carried 
to  her  own  houfe,  to  all  appearance  dead.  Her 
clothes  were  immediately  taken  off,  and  the  body 
well  rubbed  with  warm  flannels,  (Sc,  Mr.  Burges , 
a  Medical  Afilftant,  was  fent  for,  at  which  time 
there  were  fome  very  fmall  figns  of  returning  life  ; 
fuch  as  a  pnlfe  juft  perceptible,  but  extremely 
weak  and  irregular.  He  advifed  the  fame  means 
to  be  continued,  and  in  about  an  hour  fhe  fpoke 
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faintly.  He  then  prefcribed  internal  medicines 
for  her.  She  had  a  tolerable  good  night,  but  was 
very  ill  the  next  day,  and  continued  fo  for  feveral 
days ;  but  fhe  is  now  perfedtly  recovered. 

Two  women,  who  were  very  affiduous  in  ufing 
the  proper  means,  as  well  as  the  mefienger  that 
went  for  Mr .  Burgefsy  were  properly  recompenced. 

CASE  XXXVII. 

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Churchy  of  JJlington . 

S  I  R, 

The  bearers,  Richard  Carter  and  George  Redfar , 
aftifted  on  IVednefday  laft  in  pulling  out  of  the 
New  Rivery  by  Sadler’s  Welhy  the  body  of  James 
Bates ,  (who  lives  at  No.  i,  Catherine-wheel- court , 
Smithfield)  who  fell  in  accidentally.  They  deferve 
to  be  rewarded  as  you  fhall  think  proper.  The 
boy  was  taken  out  alive,  though  fpeechlefs,  and 
carried  to  Mr.  Ward's^  the  King  of  Pruffia’s  Heady 
where  he  was  undreffed  by  a  large  fire,  and  put 
into  a  warm  bed,  which  foon  perfedtly  recovered 
him,  without  any  other  means  being ufed.

The  bearer,  Mr.  Haynes ,  who  keeps  the  Hugh 
Middleton's  Head ,  near  Sadler's  Wells ,  was  effen- 
tialiy  inftrumental  in  faving  the  life  of  a  woman 
who  threw  herfelf  into  the  iVew  River ,  near  that 
place,  on  Sunday  laft.  I  have  enquired  into  the 
particulars  of  the  cafe,  and  find  that  the  woman 
muff  have  been  loft  but  for  him.  He  exerted 
himfelf  in  a  very  particular  manner,  and  well  de- 
ferves  to  be  rewarded.

O#.  20,  1775. — Mr.  Haynes  went  to  the  New 
River  to  fetch  a  pail  of  water,  when  he  obfervea  a 
woman  under  the  bridge  *,  upon  which  he  got  over 
the  fence  belonging  to  the  New  River  Company , 
opened  the  wooden  gate,  and  the  woman  came 
through.  He  catched  hold  of  one  arm,  but  had  not 
fufficient  power  to  hold  her.  He  then  got  hold  of 
her  body,  drew  her  out  of  the  river,  and  called  to 
feme  men  to  aflift  him  in  getting  her  out  of  the 
fence. — —Mr.  Haynes  fays  there  we  re  fome  fmall 
f:gns  of  life,  but  Ihe  was  fo  much  exhaufted  that 
he,  as  well  as  feveral  other  perfons,  thought  her  in 
the  greatefl  danger.  She  was  carried  to  his  hpufe. 
A  little  brandy  was  attempted  to  be  got  down,  but

fhe  had  no  power  of  deglutition.  Soon  after  they 
offered  it  to  her  again  5  fhe  now  fwallowed,  and 
very  foon  recovered,  fo  as  to  be  conveyed  to 
JJlington  work-houfe,  where  fhe  continued  for  fome 
days  very  ill,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Churchy  of 
JJlington.  She  is  now  reflored  to  health,  and  very 
thankful  to  thofe  who  have  been  inflrumental  in 
faving  her  life. 

CASE  XXXIX. 

Mr.  Billinghurjl ,  of  Piccadilly 9  Medical  Af~ 
fiflant,  informs  us,  that  in  the  month  of  Qffiober, 
between  the  hours  of  fix  and  feven,  two  labouring 
men  fell  from  a  ladder  into  an  Ice-welJ  which  was 
repairing  in  Mount -Jlreet^  Berkeley-fquare.  One  of 
the  men,  whofe  name  was  Robert  Wood ,  was  ac¬ 
cidentally  thrown  off  the  ladder  by  the  other,  who 
was  very  much  intoxicated  with  liquor,  and  at  the 
fame  inflant  fell  into  the  well  upon  him.  They 
were  both  in  for  the  fpace  of  five  or  fix  minutes. 
Unfortunately  Robert  Wood  was  immediately  killed 
by  the  fall  *,  for.  although  the  means  were  uftd 
with  vigour  for  upwards  of  two  hours,  not  one 
favourable  fymptom  appeared.  The  intoxicated 
wretch  was  taken  out  alive,  and  by  proper  a  ffi  fi¬ 
ance  was  foon  reflored.  Hugh  Venables  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Winch ,  the  perfons  who  took  them  out,  and 
fhewed  great  attention  and  humanity,  were  pro¬ 
perly  rewarded  by  the  Society. 

The  above  Cafe  is  not  mentioned  as  an  inflance 
of  Rejloration  fo  much  as  to  indicate  the  happy 
confequences  of  adminiflring  immediate  help,  and 
to  convince  the  lower  clafs  of  people  that  their 
alfiduity  and  humanity  fhall  not  go  unrewarded.

Magdaline ,  Bermondfey. 

This  is  to  certify,  that  on  Sunday  the  19th  day 
of  November ,  1775,  George  Pofnitt,  a  boy  about 
fixteen  years  of  age,  in  eroding  a  plank  to  go  on 
board  a  veflel,  fell  overboard,  into  about  9  feet 
water,  and  remained  there  for  the  fpace  of  fifteen 
minutes ,  or  thereabouts  ;  and  that  we,  whofe  names 
are  hereunto  fubfcribed,  went  to  his  afliftance,  and 
pulled  him  from  the  bottom  of  the  river  with  a 
boat-hook,  to  all  appearance  then  dead.  We 
immediately  took  him  to  the  houfe  of  Mr.  William 
Hampton ,  known  by  the  fign  of  the  Three  Mari¬ 
ners ,  and  fent  for  Mr.  Green ,  furgeon,  near  Eaft- 
lane .  But  he  not  being  at  home,  we  immediately 
caufcd  the  boy  to  be  laid  on  a  table  before  a  mo¬ 
derate  fire,  and  then  rubbed  him  with  dry  cloths, 
and  after  that  plentifully  with  dry  fait,  till  there 
appeared  to  be  motions  of  life  in  the  boy.  He 
then  was  put  into  a  warm  bed,  and  in  about  fix 
hours  after  was  recovered,  fo  as  to  be  able  to  walk.

. November  20,  about  five  in  the  afternoon,  *7 Fo* 
mas  Garland ,  of  Lambeth ,  fell  into  the  Fhames, 
Mr.  Houfe,  hearing  fomebody  cry  out  for  help, 
called  to  Mr.  Edwards ,  who  got  into  a  boat, 
but  could  fee  nothing  of  him.  They  then  rowed 
round  a  barge,  and  faw  him  rife  up.  They  got 
ho)d  of  him,  fhook  him  wel  1,  and  brought  him 
to  the  fign  of  the  Barley-Mow ,  fpeechlefs  and  in- 
fenfible.  They  continued  fhaking  and  rubbing  him, 
by  which  he  was  fomewhat  recovered.  Then  they 
poured  down  his  throat  fome  fait  and  water,  which 
made  him  vomit  violently,  and  he  now  became 
fenfible.  He  was  put  into  a  warm  bed,  and  very 
foon  recovered. 

Mr.  Burge/s ,  the  Medical  AlTidant  of  Lambeth , 
informs  us,  that  he  was  fent  for  to  the  above  cafe  : 
but  by  the  adivky  and  humanity  of  the  perfons 
who  got  him  out  of  the  water,  the  Subject  was  fo 
well  recovered  when  he  came,  as  to  require  no 
medical  abidance.  But  from  the  bed  account  he 
can  learn  of  the  cafe,  he  thinks  the  men  judly  en¬ 
titled  to  the  reward  the  Society  offer  ;  as  he  has  no 
doubt  but  it  is  generally  from  this  motive  that 
the  watermen  are  fo  particularly  attentive  to  fuch 
unfortunate  accidents,  and  the  encouragement  of 
them  will  prove,  in  a  feries  of  time,  the  happy 
means  of  refcuing  many  from  the  grave. 

CASE  XLII. 

Friday ,  Nov.  24.  As  Alice  Foley ,  a  milk¬ 
woman,  was  walking  by  the  fide  of  the  New 

River , 
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River ,  near  Ifiington ,  fhe  faw  the  body  of  a  young 
woman  in  the  water.  Before  fhe  came  to  the  fpot, 
the  body  funk,  but  immediately  rifing  above  the 
furface,  fhe  fortunately  catched  hold  of  it.  By 
this  time  her  matter,  John  Roberts ,  came  up  and 
affifted  her  in  her  attempts  to  take  the  unfortunate 
object  out  of  the  water.  Thefe  were  afterwards 
joined  by  John  Philips  and  Robert  Herwood ,  who 
carried  her  to  the  fign  of  the  Sir  Hugh  Middleton3  s 
Head ,  where  the  body  was  humanely  received,  and 
every  requifite  furnifhed  by  Mr.  William  Haynes . 

The  body  when  taken  out  was  quite  cold,  void 
of  fenfe  and  motion,  and  to  all  appearance  dead. 
The  wet  clothes  were  taken  off  directly  ;  the  body 
rubbed  dry  with  warm  cloths,  fri&ions  and  other 
methods  were  ufed.  In  the  fpace  of  about  fifteen 
minutes  fhe  heaved  a  deep  figh.  By  this  time  Mr. 
Church  arrived,  who  ordered  hot  flannels  dipped 
in  brandy  to  be  applied  to  the  region  of  the  fto- 
mach.  This  feemed  of  inftant  fervice:  refpira- 
tion  became  freer,  the  fubjedt  recovered  a  kindly 
warmth,  fhe  began  to  fpeak,  and  was  in  a  fhorc 
time  perfectly  reftored. 

The  name  of  this  young  woman  we  afterwards 
learned  to  be  Catherine  Levidge. 

The  parties  who  aflifted  in  the  recovery,  re¬ 
ceived  the  rewards  offered  by  the  Society  ;  as  alfo 
Richard  Carter ,  the  meffenger  who  ran  for  Mr, 
Church.

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CASE  XLIII. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Palfer ,  Medical 
Affiftant  at  Hammer fmith. 

A  boy  about  five  years  of  age,  named  John 
Hohjon ,  in  playing  on  the  wharf,  fell  into  the 
Thames  between  the  wharf  and  a  barge.  An 
alarm  being  given.  A  man  ran  to  the  fpot,  but 
could  not  for  fome  time  fee  the  child,  and  was 
afraid  he  was  under  the  barge  \  at  length  feeing 
the  child’s  head  rifing  to  the  furface,  he  jumped 
-  in,  not  without  confiderable  hazard  to  himfelf, 
and  brought  the  child  out,  at  firft  fenfelefs  and 
livid,  but  in  a  few  minutes  he  begun  to  yawn  and 
ftretch  *,  and  by  fridtions  and  warmth,  was  enabled 
to  fpeak  and  hand  upright  in  about  a  couple  of 
hours .  When  I  law  the  child  next  day,  he  was 

very  weak,  pale,  and  bloated,  but  by  the  fourth 
day  from  the  accident  feemed  tolerably  recovered, 
and  is  now  very  well. 

The  parents  expreiTed  great  gratitude  to  the 
bearer  of  this  account,  for  his  trouble  and  human « 
ity  ;  but  being  very  poor  with  a  large  family,  are 
not  able  to  make  him  any  kind  of  recompence 
but  thanks.  This  induced  me  to  lay  the  cafe  be¬ 
fore  the  Society,  hoping  that  it  will  not  be  deemed 
an  impropriety,  and  wifhing,  if  it  comes  with 
propriety  within  the  Society’s  plan,  that  the  bearer 
may  receive  fome  little  gratuity  for  his  trouble  and 

humanity.

John  Adam  Falkenhagen  was  taken  out  of  the 
New  River,  near  Mr.  Pay’s  garden,  IJlington , 
December  26,  about  fix  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
and  immediately  conveyed  to  Mr.  Ward’s^  at  the 
fign  of  the  King  of  Prujfia's  Head ,  oppofite  Sad¬ 
lers  IVells ,  where  every  poflible  care  was  taken  of 
him  :  they  fent  to  my  houfe,  but  as  I  was  not  at 
home,  my  journeyman,  Mr.  Clifton ,  attended, 
who  will  give  you  the  particulars  of  the  cafe. 
When  I  faw  him,  which  was  fome  time  after,  he 
was  fo  much  recovered,  as  to  be  able  to  tell  mo 
his  name  and  place  of  abode.

The  CASE. 

John  Dury  and  John  Surkitt ,  two  of  Mr.  Pays’1  s 
men,  heard  a  noife  like  that  of  a  dog  padling  in 
the  New  River.  It  was  then  dark  ;  but  upon 
going  to  fee  what  was  the  matter,  they  thought 
they  faw  a  man  floating  very  {till  with  the  cur¬ 
rent.  They  procured  a  pole,  and  immediately 
landed  him,  cold  and  motionlefs :  as  they  carried 
him  into  the  public  houfe,  they  perceived  a  froth¬ 
ing  at  his  mouth.  They  fpeedily  placed  him  upon  a 
warm  bed,  and  fridions,  &c.  were  applied,  (parti¬ 
cularly  by  Mr.  tVard  himfelf,  the  publican  ;  hot 
brandy  was  rubbed  upon  the  thorax  and  abdomen, 
he  having  before  feen  it  efflcacioufly  ufed  by  Mr. 

G  Church ). 
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Church J.  They  were  perfevering  in  the  ufe  of  thefe 
means,  together  with  hot  bricks  to  the  foies 
of  his  feet,  &c.  When  Mr.  lnwcod ,  Mr.  Cur - 
//Vs  journeyman  arrived,  (for  neither  Mr.  Church , 
nor  Mr.  Curtis  himfelf,  were  at  home)  he  was 
frill  very  cold  ;  and  Mr.  Inwood  believes  he  rn u ft 
yet  have  perifhed,  if  they  had  not  perfevered. 
[The  time  from  his  being  taken  out,  to  this  peri¬ 
od,  I  could  not  afcertain  •,  one  faid  half  an  hour  •, 
others,  nearly  double  that  time].  Mr,  Inwood 
was  then  going  to  ufe  the  lancet,  but  fortunately 
difcovered  a  vein  had  been  opened  that  day.  By 
and  by  they  difcovered  a  propen fity  to  turn  him¬ 
felf,  firfl  on  one  fide,  then  on  the  other  j  and  foon 
after  Mr.  Curtis  and  Mr.  Church  came.  Mr.  C#r- 
tis,  upon  interrogating  him,  “  Whether  he  was 
<e  not  an  Irifhmanf  provoked  him  to  anfwer, 
<c  He  was  a  German They  then  ordered  fome- 
thing  warm  to  be  adminiftered,  and  the  patient 
to  be  wrapped  up  warm,  and  left  him. 

This  is  the  brief  ftate  of  what  I  received  from 
the  perfons  who  received  the  reward  *,  but  I 
think  Mr.  Ward ,  the  publican,  faid  alfo, 
that  the  fumes  of  tobacco  were  injected  per 
anum. 

CASE  XLV. 

The  following  Case  is  prior  to  feveral  others  ?n 
point  of  date  ;  but  as  the  particulars  were  not 
communicated  to  us  until  the  above  were  in 
the  prels,  we  are  obliged  to  infert  it  in  this 
place. 

November  17, — William  Lane ,  a  poor  man,  re¬ 
turning  from  Stroud,  in  Kent*  with  his  wife  and 

family, 
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family,  in  a  Gravefend  boar,  fell  into  the  river 
Thames,  from  the  Quay,  near  Billingfgate,  about 
Nine  o'clock  at  night.  He  had  feparated  from  his 
wife  and  family,  it  is  fuppofed,  to  eafe  nature  at 
the  brink  of  the  quay.  As  he  did  not  return,  his 
wife  began  to  be  furprized,  and  went  in  fearch  of 
him.  At  length  fhe  found  him  lying  upon  the 
quay  to  all  appearance  dead,  with  manifeft  figns 
of  his  having  fallen  into  the  river.  It  is  not 
known  how  long  he  had  Iain  in  the  water,  or  who 
had  taken  him  out.  The  mod:  probable  conjec¬ 
ture  is,  that  fome  waterman,  unacquainted  with 
the  methods  of  treatment,  or  rewards  offered  by 
our  Society,  had  inconfiderately  left  him,  from  a 
dangerous  fuppofition  that  he  was  already  dead. 
The  beadle  of  the  parifh  was  fent  for,  who  appli¬ 
ed  to  Mr.  Lima ,  matter  of  the  Amigalican  Priva¬ 
teer,  (a  publick  houfe  fo  called  in  Dark-boufe-lane ) 
defiring  him  to  receive  the  body  into  his  houfe. 
With  this  requeft  he  readily  complied,  and  gave 
fuch  fingular  attention  to  the  cafe,  as  does  honor 
at  once  to  his  good  fenfe  and  humanity.  The 
body  was  conveyed  to  this  houfe  by  John  Mon - 

tame,  Francis  Gauhere ,  and -  Rut  ley.  While 

they  were  carrying  him,  fome  fmall  dgns  of  life 
were  difcovered.  He  was  immediately  placed  in 
a  warm  bed,  and  Mr.  Vaux,  the  neareft  Medical 
Afliftant,  was  fent  for.  This  gentleman  ordered 
that  the  patient  fhould  be  well  rubbed  with  hot 
cloths  and  bottles  of  warm  water  to  be  applied  to 
his  feet,  &c.  By  thefe  applications,  the  favoura¬ 
ble  fymptoms  manifeftly  increafed.  Mr.  Vaux 
being  obliged  to  take  his  leave,  gave  directions  to 
the  landlord  to  keep  the  body  warm  and  dry  •,  give 
free  admiflion  to  the  air  }  renew  the  application 
of  the  water  bottles  to  his  feet,  and  to  give  him 

G  2  fome 
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fome  mulled  wine  in  fmali  quantities,  or  a  few  - 
fpoonfuls  of  a  cordial  draught  at  Ihort  inter¬ 
vals,  as  foon  as  his  power  of  fwallowing  fhould  re¬ 
turn,  with  a  bit  of  toafled  bread  dipt  in  the  wine. 
Thefe  inftruftions  were  faithfully  attended  to  for  I 
feveral  hours,  with  manifeft  advantages.  Mr,  j 
Lima  informs  us  that  near  three  hours  were  elapfed 
from  the  time  of  his  being  brought  to  the  houfe,  , 
before  he  recovered  his  fenfes  :  that  he  was  firft  j 
able  to  drink  a  little  wine  :  at  twelve  o’clock  he  | 
fpoke  freely  :  about  one,  he  was  able  to  lit  up,  and 
took  feveral  fpoonfuls  of  the  cordial  mixture,  and 
afterwards  went  to  fleep. 

This  man  remained  feveral  days  in  the  houfe 
with  his  wife  and  family,  until  they  were  palled 
to  their  proper  par ifh  j  and  he  went  away  perfectly 
recovered. 

Mr.  Lima  received  the  premium  offered  by  the 
Society  *,  and  the  affiftants  were  fuitably  reward¬ 
ed. 

CASE  XLVI. 

The  following  Letter,  addrelfed  to  the  Treafurer, 
is  the  more  intereliing,  as  it  affords  an  example 
of  the  efficacy  of  the  means  in  other  Cafes  of 
fufpenfion  of  the  vital  powers,  befides  thole 
from  drowning,  or  ftrangulation  by  the  cord. 

Mr.  Bower ,  of  Profpeft  Hill ,  near  Reading  on 
the  25th  of  Auguft ,  about  feven  in  the  morning, 
walking  round  his  fields,  law  a  man  lying  on  the 
wet  grafs,  whom  he  fuppofed  to  be  drunk  *  but 
upon  endeavouring  to  rouze  him,  found  he  was 
cold,  and  to  appearance  dead.  He  immediately 
palled  two  or  three  men  who  were  at  work  in  a 

barn 
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barn  ana  fields  adjoining,  to  aflid  in  trying  to  re¬ 
cover  him,  and  then  came  to  me  (who  happened 
to  be  at  that  time  at  his  houfe)  to  beg  my  aflif- 
tance.  I  found  the  man  cold  and  did,  and  began 
to  think  him  pad  recovery.  Upon  examining 
farther,  I  could  not  find  he  breathed  in  the  lead, 
but  thought  I  felt  a  fmall  pulfe.  I  got  him  re¬ 
moved  to  a  funny  bank  jud  by,  and  immediately 
employed  one  of  the  affidants  to  fupport  him  in 
an  eafy  natural  pofition,  gently  (baking  his  body, 
while  another  rubbed  his  ched,  belly,  &c.  with  his 
warm  hand,  and  a  third  applied  lpirits  of  hartf- 
horn  to  his  nodrils  and  temples  ;  after  fome  time 
he  feemed  to  grow  warmer  :  and  we  thought  we 
perceived  a  fort  of  tremor  of  the  mufcles,  while 
they  chafed  him,  and  varied  the  pofition  of  the 
body,  and  we  had  fome  fmall  hopes ;  but  again 
began  to  defpair.  However,  after  an  hour's  per- 
feverance,  we  difeovered  fome  fmall  motion,  a  re^ 
turn  of  his  natural  colour,  and  a  weak  pulfe.  I 
then  took  from  him  three  or  four  ounces  of  blood  ; 
foon  after  which,  finding  he  could  fwallow,  gave 
him  a  little  warm  rum  and  water*,  and  in  about 
two  hours  from  the  time  1  fird  faw  him,  he  reco¬ 
vered  his  fpeech  in  fome  meafure :  in  half  an  hour 
more,  he  was  able  to  walk,  with  help.  He  faid 
his  name  was  James  Winch  *,  that  he  came  from 
fVinkfield ,  near  Windfor ,  and  had  been  down  to 
Plymouth  abiding  fome  drovers  *,  was  therefore 
going  home  to  Winkfield ,  but  came  out  of  his 
way  to  get  work  in  the  fields  to  maintain  him  on 
the  road ;  but  finding  himfclf  not  very  well,  he 
feared  he  was  going  to  have  a  return  of  fits  he  was 
fubjed  to.  He  faid  he  found  himfelf  ill  about  duflc 
the  evening  before,  but  remembered  nothing  after 
that;  from  whence  we  conclude  he  had  been  in  a 
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lit,  and  had  Iain  fo  all  night.  If  the  men  who 
aflifted  upon  this  occafion  are  entitled  to  a  reward 
from  the  Society,  you  will  be  pleafed  to  let  me 
know  *,  it  may  be  an  encouragement  to  others  in 
this  neighbourhood  to  affift  on  any  future  occa- 
fion.

Although  the  men  were  not  entitled  to  the  re¬ 
wards  offered  by  our  Society,  as  thefe  are  at  pre- 
fent  confined  to  accidents  by  water,  yet  we  could 
not  refufe  giving  them  fome  reconi  pence,  both  as 
a  debt  due  to  their  attention  and  humanity,  and  as 
an  encouragement  to  others,  to  make  fimilar  trials 
in  cafes  which  do  not  as  yet  come  within  the  plan 
of  our  Inftitution. 


ALTHOUGH  the  limits  prefcribed  to  this  annual  publication,  will  not  permit  us  to 
infert  the  unfucccfsftil  Cases  at  large,  yet  a  fumma'ry  view  of  thefe  may  perhaps  be 
acceptable  to  our  readers.  An  impartial  comparifon  of  them  with  the  preceding,  will  alfo 
more  clearly  demonllrate  the  great  importance  of  our  Infiitution. 
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No.  27,  Indeed  the  Treafurer,  by  virtue  of 
the  power  given  him,  recompenfed  the  affiftants 
in  both  thofe  cafes,  as  it  fully  appeared  that  no 
fraud  was  intended,  and  as  various  means  were 
employed  with  fpirit  and  perfeverance :  but  if 
thefe  were  expunged,  the  majority  would  turn  on 
the  fide  of  fuccefs. 

It  is  alfo  obfervable  from  the  above  Lift,  that 
the  failure  of  fuccefs  may,  in  a  great  number  of 
inftances,  be  afcribed  to  adventitious  caufes,  which 
cannot,  in  juftice,  weaken  our  confidence  in  the 
efficacy  of  the  means  recommended.  It  is  remar¬ 
kable  that  there  are  not  more  than  fix  or  eight 
Cafes,  where  it  clearly  appears  that  the  parties 
were  in  the  water  fo  ftiort  a  fpace  as  to  infpire 
probable  hopes  of  their  recovery  :  we  mean  from 
five  to  fifteen^  or  twenty  minutes.  For  although 
feveral  inftances  are  recorded  of  perfons  being  re¬ 
covered  after  they  had  lain  from  thirty  minutes  to 
upwards  of  an  hour  ;  yet  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  thefe  will  frequently  occur.  The  other  un¬ 
fortunate  ohjeds  were  either  fubmerfed  a  much 
longer  fpace  of  time ;  or  they  received  violent  con- 
tufions  in  their  fall ;  or  they  were  aged  -9  or  of  a 
weakly  conftitution ;  or  fubjed  to  fits.  The  latter 
was  particularly  the  cafe  with  Jofepb  Smithy 
(No.  23)  who  was  an  excellent  diver,  and  has 
been  frequently  known  to  have  continued  under 
the  water  a  greater  length  of  time,  than  what  at 
laft  proved  fatal  to  him.— Every  unprejudiced 
mind  will  acknowledge  that  circumftances  like 
thefe  rnuft  neceftarily  lefifen  the  probability  of  fuc¬ 
cefs,  or  change  it  into  an  abfolute  impoffibility  ! 

Juftice  to  the  Medical -Afliftants,  and  to  the 
attendants  in  general,  obliges  us  to  add,  that  in 

all

all  thefe  unfuccefsful  Cafes,  the  mofl  alfiduous 
attention  was  given,  and  every  expedient  t'ied 
with  lpirit  and  perfeverance  for  upwards  of  two, 
and  in  fome  inftances,  three  hours. 

We  cannot  forbear  pointing  out  farther  the  en¬ 
couraging  progrefs  which  has  been  made  in  the 
prefervation  of  our  fellow  creatures  fince  our  firft 
eftablifhment ;  and  how  amazingly  the  proportion 
of  fuccefs  has  increafed  during  the  laft  year!  In 
the  year  preceding,  we  were  inftrumental  in  fav- 
ing  nine  perfons  out  of  thirty-four.  In  the  laft 
year,  we  have  fhewn  the  proportion  to  be  equal . 
The  man  muft  be  blind  or  obftinate,  beyond  the 
power  of  conviction,  who  refufes  to  acknowledge 
that  this  interefting  and  happy  progrefs  is  owing 
to  the  general  fpirit  we  have  excited,  the  en¬ 
couragements  we  have  given  to  thofe  who  fhall 
afford  immediate  aid,  and  to  our  having  diffufed 
a  general  knowledge  of  the  methods  of  treating 
perfons  in  this  dangerous  and  critical  ftate ! 

It  may  perhaps  be  remarked,  that  in  feveral  in¬ 
ftances,  the  length  of  time  the  parties  were  in  the 
water,  is  fet  down  as  unknown.  In  fome  Cafes, 
the  objeCts  were  found  abfolutely  dead,  without 
anv  one  being  able  to  conjecture  how  long  they 
had  been  in  the  water.  But  in  others,  the  perfons  * 
who  favoured  us  with  the  narrative,  had  omitted 
acquainting  us  with  this  circumftance  *,  not  think¬ 
ing  it  worthy  their  attention,  as  the  party  was  irre¬ 
coverable.  However,  we  muft  exprefs,  ourearneft 
defire  that  gentlemen  would,  in  their  future  ac¬ 
counts,  be  as  minute  and  circumftantial  aspoffibJe, 
even  where  they  have  failed  of  fuccefs  refpeCting 
the  fex  or  age  of  the  party,  the  time  they  have 
Jain  in  the  water,  or  the  time  elapfed  before  af- 
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fiflance  could  be  procured  them,  their  being  in** 
toxicated,  fubjed  to  fits,  receiving  bruifes  in  their 
fall,  &c.  " .  m 

It  is  fcarcely  neceftary  to  add,  that  th£K9pt 
circurnllantial  account  in  fuccefsful  Cafes,  is  yet 
more  important.  Whatever  relates  to  the  flare  of 
the  patient,  and  the  comparative  efteds  of  the 
method  employed,  may  prove  of  the  utmofl  mo¬ 
ment  to  the  caufe  of  humanity.  In  a  bufinefs  fo 
new  to  us,  and  yet  fo  extremely  interefling,  it  is 
dangerous  to  pronounce  any  circumftance  trivial^ 
until  repeated  experiments  have  proved  that  it  de- 
ferves  that  charader. 

It  is  in  confequence  of  fuch  attention,  that  we 
are  al ready  enabled  to  lay  before  the  Public  an 
obfervation  or  two,  which  may  be  of  great  utili¬ 
ty  in  future  pradice. 

When  our  Society  was  fir  ft  eftablijfhed,  and 
whhfl  we  were  yet  unexperienced,  we  thought  it 
the  fafeft  method  to  follow  pretty  exadly  the 
mode  of  treatment  recommended  by  other  Na¬ 
tions,  which  are  upon  the  whole  excellent,  and 
recommend  themfelves  by  the  a ftoni filing  fuc- 
cefs  attending  them.  Amongft  thefe,  the  ufe  of 
the  lancet  is  mentioned  in  fuch  an  indifcriminate 
manner,  as  naturally  luggefts,  that  it  is  applicable 
in  every  accident,  and  in  every  ftate  of  the  pati¬ 
ent.  But  a  Cafe  or  two  which  h^s  fallen  under 
cur  own  obfervation,  has  convinced  us  that  the 
utfnoft  caution  is  neceftary  refpe&ing  the  taking 
away  of  blood.  Two  in  fiances  have  been 
communicated  to  us,  by  which  it  clearly  ap* 
pears  that  copious  bleeding  may,  at  an  early 
period,  prove  of  the  moft  pernicious  confe» 
quence.  In  both  the  inftances,  conftderable  hopes 
of  recovery  were  formed,  the  natural  colour  re¬ 
turned. 
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turned,  and  a  general  warmth  was  diffufed  over 
the  body,  promifing  the  return  of  life.  In  the 
one,  a  vein  was  opened,  and  the  blood  iflued 
freely  from  the  arms,  to  the  quantity  of  feven  or 
eight  ounces  :  in  the  other,  the  temporal  artery 
was  feparated,  and  it  iflued  by  jets  to  the  amount 
of  nine  or  ten .  But  unfortunately  from  both  in- 
ftances  every  favourable  fymptom  retired,  the  bo 
dies  grew  cold,  and  were  irrecoverable.  In  confe- 
quence  of  thefe  informations,  a  Medical  Com¬ 
mittee  was  fummoned,  who  agreed  to  make  an 
alteration  concerning  this  article  in  their  printed 
dire&ions,  (fee  Method  of  Treatment,  No.  IV,) 
A  letter  of  caution  was  alfo  written  to  every  Me¬ 
dical  affiftant,  requefting  ‘  them  to  be  extremely 
cautious  refpedling  bleeding,  and  particularly  at¬ 
tentive  to  its  effects  wherever  it  may  be  deemed 
neceflary  ;  and  that  they  would  communicate  to 
the  Society  the  refult  of  their  experience  upon  this 
fubjedt.’ 

Mr.  Church ,  of  JJlington ,  of  whofe  affiduity  and 
(kill  we  have  given  fo  many  proofs  in  the  Reports 
of  this  year,  has  already  hinted  in  his  narratives, 
that  he  has  found  the  application  of  a  cloth  dipt 
i n  warm  brandy  to  the  region  of  the  ftomach,  of 
peculiar  fervice  in  relieving  a  difficulty  of  refpira- 
tion.  This  gentleman  alfo  informs  us,  he  has  ob¬ 
served  in  all  the  Cafes  which  have  fallen  under  his 
infpedlion,  that  when  the  cornea  of  the  eye  was 
opaque,  or  mijly,  the  party  was  irrecoverably  dead  5 
but  whenever  it  remained  clear  and  tranjparent 
they  have  been  reftored,  although  no  other 
favourable  fymptom  appeared.  We  need  not  re¬ 
mark,  that  fhould  this  obfervation  be  confirmed 
by  any  future  experience,  it  would  furnifh  us  with 
a  criteron  which  might  fave  a  great  deal  of  unne- 

*  '  '  °  rr 
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ceffary  expence  and  trouble  on  the  one  hand  ^  and 
on  the  other,  animate  the  attendants  to  perfevere 
in  the  moft  defperate  and  obftinate  cafes. 

We  now  proceed  according  to  the  order  laid 
down,  to  relate  the  cafes  of  fuccefs  which  have 
been  communicated  to  us  from  places  at  a  confx- 
derable  diftance,  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
our  Inftitution. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Rich,  late  Secretary  to 
the  Society,  whofe  zeal  for  its  fuccefs,and  difinte- 
refted  vigilance  in  his  office,  as  well  as  his  other 
good  qualities,  rendered  the  lofs  lenfibly  felt,  and 
deeply  regretted  by  us%  Mr.  Hawes  of  the  Strand 
was  fo  obliging  as  to  officiate  during  the  vacan¬ 
cy  ;  in  coniequence  of  which,  the  letters  were 
dreffed  to  him.

CASE  XLIX.

SIR,  Gainjborough ,  May  2,  1775* 

The  following  is  a  faithful  account  of  the  acci¬ 
dent  and  recovery  of  Chrijlopher  IValton ,  who* 
as  related  in  the  news- paper,  fell  overboard,  where 
feveral  large  veffels  were  crowded  together,  and 
impeded  his  being  taken  up  fo  fbon  as  he  other- 
wife  might  have  been.  He  had  an  oar  in  his 
hand  when  he  fell,  which  the  by-ftanders  imagine 
ftxuck  him  in  his  fall.  He  continued,  as  they  ima¬ 
gine,  about  three  minutes  in  the  water,  and  was 
carried  by  the  current  down  the  river,  and  entan¬ 
gled  in  fome  ropes  which  fecured  the  veffels  to  the 
fhore.  He  was  then  taken  up  by  a  gentleman, 
the  relator  of  this  part  of  the  ftory,  put  into  a  boat, 
and  carried  from  thence  to  a  failor’s  houfe.  Soon 
afterwards  a  perfon  who  bleeds,  exercifed  his  fkill 

fuccefsfuily  •, 
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fuccefsfully  ;  that  is,  the  blood  flowed ;  and  in 
about  half  an  hour  from  this  time,  it  was  that  we 
firft  faw  him,  without  any  perceptible  flgns  of 
life,  laid  upon  a  board,  with  all  his  wet  clothes 
on.  Thefe  we  had  immediately  taken  off*,  and 
their  place  fupplied  by  blankets,  and  the  patient 
brought  within  a  reafonable  diftance  from  the  firei 
Frictions  upon  the  abdomen  and  bread  were  now 
inceflantly  applied  with  warm  cloths,  and  the 
warmed  hands  of  his  brother  Tars  alternately  ; 
whilft  his  temples  were  chafed  with  volatile  fpirirs, 
which  were  applied  likewife  to  his  nofe.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  the  fumigator  was  getting  ready ; 
and  when  applied,  had  a  very  fpeedy  and  fenfible 
effedl  5  but  owing  to  its  being  a  little  out  of  or¬ 
der,  was  not  ufed  until  the  man  had  fhewn  flgns  of 
life  ;  which  firft  appeared  by  fpaffns  of  the  extre¬ 
mities  and  groans,  and  was  fucceeded  by  violent 
convulfions  of  the  whole  body.  From  the  time 
the  tobacco  fumes  were  applied,  he  recovered  faft  ; 
and  this  application  to  the  nofe  and  mouth  brought 
on  a  puking,  which  confirmed  his  return  to  life* 
Cordials  were  now  adminiflered,  but  not  too  libe¬ 
rally  *,  and  a  warm  bed  perfectly  reftored  him. 
He  flept  feveral  hours  afterwards,  walked  out  the 
lame  evening,  and  the  next  day  employed  in  his 
ufual  occupation.  From  the  time  of  his  fall  into 
the  Trent,  until  we  faw  him,  was  about  half  an 
hour  \  and  from  that  time,  until  he  fhewed  flgns 
of  life,  about  an  hour  more. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  this  man  had 
been  loft,  had  not  thefe  timely  afliftances  been 
adminiflered,  as  he  was  as  effedually  deprived 
of  life,  by  being  under  water  three  minutes,  as  if 
he  had  continued  any  longer  time.  Yet  we  don’t 
mean  to  inflnuate*  that  a  recovery  is  not  more  cer¬ 
tain, 
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tain,  the  fooner  a  body  is  taken  up.  It  is  needlefs 
for  us  to  make  any  further  comment  npon  this 
cafe,  as  we  fuppofe  you  will  make  the  ufe  of  it 
moft  proper  to  extend  your  fcheme  into  genera! 
pradice.  We  only  add,  that  perhaps  there  is  no 
place  in  England  where  more  accidents  of  this  fort 
have  happened,  nor  from  the  nature  of  the  bufi- 
nefs  carried  on  upon  this  river,  more  likely  to 
happen  in  future  ;  that  this  man’s  recovery  be¬ 
ing  perfeded  before  a  number  of  failors,  would 
not  only  be  told  here,  but  related  in  many  other 
places  *,  and  perhaps  its  good  effects  not  ufeful  to 
the  poor  man  alone,  who  is  the  fubjed  of  this 
letter,  but  to  many  others.

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Communicated  by  Dr.  Townfend. 

SIR,  Cork ,  June  i,  1775.' 

Your  favour  of  the  20th  of  May,  I  received 
this  morning •,  and  to  convince  you  of  my  wil- 
lingnefs  to  contribute  as  much  as  in  my  power  to 
the  good  of  mankind,  and  the  fatisfadien  of  fo 
refpedable  a  Society  as  you  are  a  member  of, 
have  not  deferred  anfwering  yours  for  one  poll. 

The  CASE  was  as  follows  : 

A  boy,  about  fix  or  feven  years  of  age  was 
found  in  a  Mill  Race ,  at  Crcfs's  Green ,  in  this  ci¬ 
ty,  at  two  o'clock  in ^the  afternoon,  by  a  woman 

who 
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Who  went  for  water ;  and  when  taken  out  was,  to 
all  appearance,  dead.  How  long  he  continued 
under  water,  cannot  be  afcertained,  as  no  perfon 
faw  him  fall  in.  The  woman,  by  her  cries, 
alarmed  the  neighbours ;  one  of  whom  came  run¬ 
ning  for  me.  At  my  arrival,  he  was  as  cold  as 
marble,  and  quite  ftiff.  1  had  him  immediately 
removed  into  a  houfe,  and  laid  before  a  large  coal 
fire  on  a  blanket :  then  I  had  him  well  rubbed  with 
flannel  cloths,  and  frequently  turned  from  one 
fide  to  the  other.  By  perfevering  in  this  method 
for  half  an  hour,  he  began  to  fnore  ;  and  in  a  few 
minutes  after,  his  whole  body  was  moll  mod  vio¬ 
lently  convulfed.  I  then  poured  a  little  white 
wine  and  water  into  his  mouth,  and  injected  the 
fmoke  of  tobacco  by  the  anus,  which  purged 
him.  In  twenty  minutes  more,  the  violence  of  the 
convulfions  abated  fomewhat ;  and  in  an  hour  after, 
he  was  entirely  out  of  danger*  He  loft  blood  at 
fix  or  feven  o’clock  that  evening,  on  account  of  a 
heavinefs  and  ftupor  which  remained.  At  eleven 
that  night,  he  recovered  his  fenfes  perfectly,  and 
called  for  food.

Communicated  by  Mr.  Rigby ,  Surgeon,  one  of 
the  Medical  Affifiants  to  the  Society  eftablifhed 
at  Norwich . 

Norwich ,  July  30,  1775* 
An  unufual  hurry  in  bufmefs  has  hindered  me 
from  aniwering  your  letter  fo  foon  as  the  fubjedt 
of  it  deferved,  and  as  I  could  have  wi (lied. 

! Thomas  Tuffield ,  the  fubjedl  of  the  Cafe  of 
which  yon  defire  a  relation,  is  a  ftrong  healthy 
young  fellow,  fixteen years  of  age.  On  the  even¬ 
ing  of  the  ninth  of  July>  as  he  was  bathing  in  the 
river,  about  a  mile  and  half  from  this  city,  he  was 
fuddenly  carried  out  of  his  depth,  and  being  una¬ 
ble  to  refill  the  force  of  the  ftream,  he  foon  funk 
to  the  bottom.  He  lay  under  the  water  about 
ten  minutes  \  and  when  taken  out,  was  to  all  ap¬ 
pearance  dead.  I  was  immediately  fen t  for  ;  but 
the  diilance  being  fo  confiderable,  fome  time  was 
neceflarily  loft  before  I  could  be  with  him.  For¬ 
tunately  however  for  him,  the  perfon  who  got 
him  out  of  the  river,  having  heard  of  the  means 
recommended  by  the  Society,  immediately  began 
to  apply  them  *,  and  at  my  arrival,  I  found  them 
properly  employed  in  rubbing  univerfally  the  fur- 
face  of  the  body,  which  was  wrapped  up  in  a  blan¬ 
ket  ♦,  and  in  applying  brandy  to  the  nofe,  mouth 
and  temples,  &c.  a  few  minutes  before  I  came, 
fome  figns  of  returning  life  had  appeared  ;  and  I 
now  found  a  little  convulfionary  contraction  of 
the  lower  jaw,  and  a  flight  fhuggle  of  the  limbs. 
He  made,  at  intervals,  a  little  confufed  groaning 
node,  and  a  good  deal  of  bloody  froth  ran  out  of 
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one  corner  of  his  mouth.  But  he  was  univerfally 
cold  ;  his  face  was  livid,  and  much  bloated  ;  the 
pupils  of  the  eyes  were  largely  dilated,  and  unaf¬ 
fected  by  the  light;  there  was  no  perceptible  pul- 
fation  in  any  artery  ;  the  joints  of  the  elbows  and 
knees  were  now  flexible,  and  the  foeces  had  been, 
and  were  now  running  away  fiom  the  red um. 

As  he  was  in  the  open  air,  I  threw  over  him  a 
thick  coar,  which  I  had  from  one  of  the  by-ftan- 
ders;  and  when  I  had  opened  a  vein  in  the  arm, 
it  bled  only  by  drops.  1  alTilfed  in  carrying  him 
to  a  houfe,  about  two  fields  difiance,  to  which 
they  would  have  before  conveyed  him,  but  were 
not  permitted.  He  was  immediately  put  into  a 
warm  bed  between  the  blankets,  and  the  fridion 
brifkly  continued.  The  good  effeds  of  a  warmer 
air,  and  a  thicker  covering,  were  very  foon  felt, 
and  in  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour ,  the  arm  bled 
better,  the  motion  in  the  limbs  was  more  na¬ 
tural,  and  the  noife  he  made  rather  articulate.  I 
opened  another  vein,  which  bled  freely.  Hot 
bricks,  covered  with  flannel,  were  applied  to  his 
feet,  which  were  dill  cold  to  an  extreme  ;  and 
though  they  burnt  my  fingers,  he  appeared  to  be 
infenfibie  to  them.  In  about  half  an  hour  after 
being  in  bed,  I  could  juft  feel,  his  pulfes,  but  they 
were  very  feeble  and  irregular  ;  and  the  light  of 
the  candle  brought  near  his  eyes,  produced  a  con- 
trad  ion  of  the  iris,  and  fee  me  d  to  give  him  fome 
degree  of  pain. 

I  now  endeavoured  to  get  down  fome  warm 
milk  and  water  ;  but  the  mouth  was  ftili  opened 
with  difficulty,  and  the  power  of  (wallowing  was 
not  fufficiently  returned  ;  for  lome  of  it  got  into 
the  lungs,  and  produced  a  violent  draining,  which, 
though  by  roofing  him,  might  be  of  fome  ufe  ; 
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yet  I  began  to  be  alarmed  at  it,  and  feared  he 
would  have  been  fuffocated.  The  fridions,  &c. 
were  (till  continued,  and  he  gradually  grew  bet- 
ter  ;  and  in  about  two  hours  from  the  firfl,  he  be¬ 
came  fenfible,  and  could  anfwer  queftions,  when 
much  urged  to  it.  I  again  attempted  to  make 
him  drink  fomething,  but  he  pufhed  the  cup  from 
his  lips  haft ily  ;  and  when  it  approached  them, 
he  appeared  much  agitated,  dreading  its  touching 
his  mouth,  as  if  affeded  by  a  hydrophobia.  I 
therefore  forbore  the  attempt  *,  and  as  he  was  now 
univerfally  warm,  and  perfectly  fenfible,  I  left  him 
for  the  night.  In  the  morning,  I  found  he  had 
been,  during  the  night,  alternately  ftupid  and 
reftiefs,  never  fpeaking  but  when  fpoken  to, 
then  only  when  much  urged  to  it.  He  was  now 
very  hot,  his  pulfes  were  full,  quick,  and  flrong  ; 
and  he  complained  of  much  pain  in  his  head,  and 
great  forenefs  from  the  rubbing.  I  bled  him  again 
freely,  and  gave  him  a  purging  draught  :  it  was 
with  difficulty  that  he  could  even  now  be  made  to 
drink  •,  but  he  did  do  it  with  much  perfuafion. 
He  became  cooler  in  the  evening,  from  having 
had  confiderable  evacuations,  and  was  much  better 
the  next  day.  In  a  week,  he  was  able  to  return 
to  his  ufual  work. 

The  remark  which  mod:  obvioufly  offers  itfelf 
from  this  Cafe,  which  is  peculiarly  fatisfadory  is, 
that  fame  figns  of  returning  life  were  produced 
without  the  affiflance  of  the  Surgeon  ;  which 
proves  that  is  in  the  power  of  any  one  to  apply 
the  means  recommended  by  the  Society;  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  which  are,  warmth  and  fridion,  and  (hews 
the  utility  of  difperfing  an  account  of  them  as 
extend vely  as  poffible.  The  good  effeds  of  the 
warm  air  of  the  houle  ferves  like  wife  to  prove  the 

propriety 
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propriety  of  conveying  the  unfortunate  obje<5t  as 
foon  as  pojfible ,  out  of  the  external  air,  and  putting 
him  into  a  warm  bed. 

T  he  danger  of  fufFocation,  which  was  brought 
on  by  endeavouring  to  get  fome  liquid  down,  be¬ 
fore  the  power  of  fwallowing  was  fufficiently  re- 
ftored,  fhews  the  impropriety  of  attempting  it 
before  the  patient  be  very  much  recovered. 

I  know  not  whether  the  hydrophobia  has  ever 
been  before  found  a  fymptom  in  thefe  cafes*,  but 
in  this  inftance  it  was  remarkable.  I  am  at  a  lols, 
however,  to  know  whether  it  was  the  effed:  of 
drowning,  or  whether  it  was  produced  merely  by 
the  painful  and  almoft  fuffocating  ftruggle,  brought 
on  by  the  premature  attempt  to  get  down  the  milk 
and  water. 

I  (hall  be  ever  ready,  on  any  future  occafion, 
to  contribute  my  mite  of  information  towards  the

Brighton ,  July  29,  1775. 


I  acknowledge  the  favour  of  your  letter,  and  I 
hope  my  prefent  hurry  of  bufinefs  will  be  a  fuffi- 
cient  apology  for  my  fending  fo  inaccurate  an  ac- 
j  count  of  the  cafe  of  a  gentleman,  who  difcover- 
ed  no  figns  of  life  for  forty  minutes  after  he  was 
taken  out  of  the  fea.  But  as  I  am  a  fincere  well- 
wifher  to  fo  laudable  an  undertaking,  I  chearfully 
communicate  the  cafe  the  firft  moment  I  could  get 
from  bufinefs. 
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July  17,  17 75.  I  was  fent  for  to  A.  B .  a 
Phyfician,  upwards  of  70  years  of  age,  and  fupv 
poled  to  have  been  under  water  about  /even  minutes . 
As  1  had  the  diftance  of  four  miles  to  ride,  I 
imagined  it  muff  take  thirty  minutes,  or  fome- 
thiog  more,  from  the  time  the  meffenger  wasdif- 
patched  to  me,  before  I  could  be  with  him. 
When  1  firffc  faw  him,  his  face  and  lips  were  in¬ 
clined  to  a  livid  colour,  his  body,  thighs,  legs, 
and  extremities  univerfally  cold,  and  the  only  re¬ 
mains  of  life  was,  a  very  fmall  creeping  pulfe, 
fcarce  perceptible.  I  immediately  ordered  four 
men  with  hot  flannels  to  rub  him  all  over  incef- 
fantly  %  quart  bottles  filled  with  hot  water  to  both 
his  feet,  pint  ditto  to  his  arm  pits  ;  to  apply 
Simulating  Ipirits  and  volatiles  to  his  nofe ;  and 
to  rub  his  temples,  neck,  &c.  with  fpirits  of 
hartfhorn.  In  about  fifteen  minutes ,  upon  per¬ 
ceiving  the  circulation  to  be  returning,  fufficient 
to  bear  the  lancer,  I  immediately  took  away  eight 
ounces  of  blood  xrom  the  arm,  and  continued  the 
whole  time  to  keep  the  machine  going  on  by  a 
general  fribUon.  In  about  twenty  minutes  he  be¬ 
gan  to  fliew  evident  figns  of  recovering,  by  a  gra¬ 
dual  return  of  natural  warmth  and  glow  all  over 
him  *,  and  in  an  incoherent  manner,  he  expreffed 
ftrange  furprife  at  what  the  people  about  him  were 
doing.  In  about  an  hour  1  got  down  fome  fack- 
whey,  ft  ill  ordering  the  people  to  continue  to  rub 
him,  kill  I  perceived  him  fo  far  recovered,  as  to 
be  able  to  pronounce  him  out  of  danger.  I  faw 
him  again  in  the  evening,  found  him  fitting  up,  and 
learned  that  he  had  taken  feveral  times  chicken 
broth,  and  complained  only  of  being  very  fore  and 
tender  all  over  him  *,  his  puife  was  low  and  languid, 
but  quiet  and  regular.  During  the  whole  day  the  fea 
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water*  which  had  been  received  originally  into  the 
domach,  was  difcharged  in  great  quantities  by 
the  renal  glands.  1  his  is  a  true  and  faithful  re¬ 
lation  of  the  above  cafe,  and  whatever  defedts  I 
have  innocently  been  guilty  of,  I  hope  you  will 
be  fo  kind  as  to  put  a  favourable  condrudlion 
upon.  Though  I  have  not  the  honour  to  be  per- 
fonally  known  to  you,  fhall  be  happy  to  afford 
every  affidance  in  this  part  of  the  world.

Wyccmb ,  Bucks ,  Aug.  4,  1775. 

SIR, 

If  communicating  the  following  cafe  to  your 
Society  can  be  of  the  lead  fervice  to  any  indivi¬ 
dual,  I  am  happy  in  having  the  opportunity  of 
doing  it. 

On  the  24 th  of  July  lafl,  a  poor  man  on  a 
journey,  was  found  to  all  appearance  dead,  about 
a  mile  and  an  half  from  this  town,  on  the  road* 
at  nine  o’clock  at  night.  I  was  immediately  fent 
for,  and  found  him  cold  and  almod  ftiff.  He 
was  laid  on  a  bank  by  fome  humane  perfon  whoi 
lived  near  the  place.  He  had  not  the  lead  pul¬ 
iation  that  I  could  difcover,  by  placing  my  hand 
oppofite  his  heart.  His  jaw  was  fixed,  and  refpi- 
ration  feemed  to  be  entirely  doppea.  I  took  with 
me  half  an  ounce  of  fp.  falis.  amnion,  vol.  and 
after  forcing  his  mouth  open,  poured  into  it  about 
twenty  drops,  and  held  the  remainder  to  his  nofe. 
But  dill  there  appeared  not  the  lead  fign  of  life. 
Fridtions  to  the  fpine  were  made  nfe  of  brifkly, 
and  fhaking  the  body  was  often  repeated  ;  but  to 
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no  purpofe.  I  examined  his  arms,  and  found  that 
two  veins  had  been  opened  in  one  arm,  and  one 
in  the  other,  which  appeared  to  have  been  done 
lately.  I  opened  another  vein,  but  only  a  few 
drops  of  blood  came  from  it,  which  I  drove  out 
by  rubbing  with  my  finger.  Finding  there  was 
no  time  to  be  loft,  I  again  opened  his  mouth  and 
poured  the  remainder  of  the  half  ounce  of  fp. 
fal.  ammon.  vol.  into  it,  held  his  noftrils  tight, 
and  placing  my  mouth  to  his,  blew  with  all  the 
force  1  could  the  volatile  fpirit  down  his  throat. 
I  have  great  reafon  to  believe  that  fome  of  it  got 
down  the  afpera  arteria  into  the  lungs,  for  in  a 
minute  after,  upon  applying  my  hand  on  the 
cheft,  and  prefting  tightly,  1  found  an  unufual 
commotion,  yet  no  pulfation  or  refpiration  enfued 
for  the  prefent.  '  The  fri&ions  were  continued;, 
and  I  foon  heard  a  little  rumbling  of  the  inteftines. 
In  a  few  minutes  more,  a  kind  of  thrilling  motion 
1  felt  near  the  heart ;  and  prefently  after  one  ftroke 
of  that  primary  organ  of  life.  He  immediately 
fetched  a  deep  figh,  and  opened  his  eyes.  1  fill 

continued  the  fridlions.- - Upon  afking  hirn  how 

be  did,  he  attempted  to  fpeak,  but  in  vain.  How¬ 
ever,  he  got  down  a  glafs  of  rum  and  water,  and 
then  could  anfwer  me  in  whifpers  only.  He  was 
then  conveyed  to  a  barn,  and  proper  covering 
was  procured.  He  could  diftindtly  anfwer  me  any 
cjueftion  ;  and  told  me  he  thought  he  might  have 
fallen  in  a  fit,  to  which  he  was  very  fubjedf.  He 
remembered  nothing  of  what  had  been  done  to 
him.  As  he  was  coftive,  l  fent  him  fome  laxa¬ 
tive  medicine,  and  in  the  morning  early,  he  pur- 
tued  his  journey,  to  all  appearance  as  well  as  even 
I  am,  Sir,  your  very  humble  fervant,

The  following  remarkable  reftoration  to  life  was 
communicated  by  Mr.  Stebbing ,  Surgeon,  at 
Ipjwich ,  to  Mr.  Hawes ^  Apothecary,  in  the 
Strand. 

Dear  Sir, 

I  received  your  kind  prefen t  of  the  Plan  and 
Reports  of  your  truly  valuable  Society,  by  the 
hands  of  Captain  Harrifon ,  and  will  ftridily  purfue 
the  mode  of  treatment  when  dpportuniiy  offers. 
Rut  as  I  obferved  the  fame  means  are  proper  in 
other  cafes  of  fudden  death,  as  well  as  drowning, 
I  have  now  the  pleafure  to  communicate  to  you 
the  particulars  relative  to  a  boy  who  was  fuffoca- 
ted,  and  reftored  to  life  by  the  plan  of  treatment 
laid  down  in  your  Reports ;  and  I  think  it  an  a£t 
of  juftice  due  to  you,  Sir,  as  well  as  your  fociety, 
to  declare,  that  as  he  was  to  all  appearance  dead, 
I  Ihould  have  given  up  the  cafe  as  loft,  if  1  had 
not  received  your  pamphlet,  which  determined 
me  to  perfevere  in  hopes  of  fuccefs  •,  by  which 
eondudt  the  youth  was  happily  reftored  to  his 
parents,  and  to  the  public.  So  that  I  have  the 
pleafure  of  communicating  one  fuccefsful  cafe, 
and  adding  one  life  to  the  many  already  reftored. 
May,  Sir,  your  excellent  fociety  flourifh  to  the 
end  of  time,  is  the  fincere  wifh  of 
Your  moft  obedient,

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The  CASE. 

About  three  months  ago  John  Sage ,  fon  of  John 
Sage  of  Ipfwicbj  about  /even  years  old,  being  with 
his  father  upon  a  chamber  that  contained  near 
500  comb  of  barley,  the  man  had  occafion  to  go 
into  the  office  below,  to  unftop  a  trunk  leading 
from  the  barley  into  a  ciftern,  to  let  the  barley 
run  into  it,  for  the  conveniency  of  wetting  it,  to 
make  malt  of  it.  The  child  being  alone  in  the 
chamber,  feeing  the  hollow  or  well  made  in  the 
heap  of  corn  by  the  current,  had  the  curiofity  to 
get  upon  the  edge,  when  the  barley  eaved  in  with 
him.  He  defcended  to  the  top  of  the  trunk  on 
the  floor,  which  he  fell  acrofs,  his  arms  went 
down  the  trunk,  his  chin  and  body  refting  upon 
the  two  oppofite  fades  of  the  hole.  The  barley 
{fill  kept  the  current,  (as  it  had  got  feme  force) 
and  he  was  inftantly  hurled  Jive  feet  deep ,  not  a  per - 
fon  knowing  be  was  there.  The  man  below  hearing 
a  noife,  which  he  now  fuppofes  was  the  boy  when 
he  firft  came  down  to  the  hole,  and  which  he 
then  thought  was  the  child  at  play  with  a  dog  in 
the  chambers,  took  no  notice  of  it,  but  went 
about  other  bufinefs  j  ’till  prefently  turning  about 
and  feeing  the  current  of  barley  flopped,  it  ftruck* 
him  that  the  boy  by  fome  means  was  fell  into 
the  trunk.  He  diredly  ran  up  flairs  in  fearch  of 
the  boy,  where  he  could  find  nothing  of  him. 
He  was  then  confirmed  in  his  fufpicions,  and  im~ 
mediately  called  for  help  ;  when  three  or  four 
ftrong  porters  came  to  his  affiftance  :  one 
man  put  his  hand  up  the  trunk,  and  could  juft 
reach  his  fingers  but  was  not  able  to  give  the  leaf!: 

affiftance 
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afliftance  that  way.  They  all  let  to  work  to  dig  him 
out,  but  the  corn  lying  in  fo  clpfe  a  place,  made  it 
very  difficult,  as  it  returned  as  fall  as  they  threw 
it  out  from  them.  After  fome  time  one  man 
found  his  legs,  which  he  endeavoured  to  pull  at, 
but  found  the  corn  would  not  admit  of  his  Hand¬ 
ing  firm  enough  to  exert  drength  fufficient  to 
extricate  the  boy  from  the  drong  hold  the  pre/Ture 
of  the  corn  made  upon  him.  They  then  thought 
of  a  very  happy  expedient,  which  was,  one  man 
got  hold  of  a  beam  in  the  deling,  and  took  the 
fecond  man’s  hand,  thus  making  a  chain  with 
each  other  ;  and  in  that  way  drew  him  out,  after 
being  buried  ten  or  twelve  minutes ,  under  the 
preffure  of  at  lead  100  comb  of  barley.  He  was 
apparently  dead ,  not  fhewing  the  lead  figns  of 
life  j  his  face  looked  very  livid,  and  his  mouth 
and  nofe  Hopped  up  with  barley.  They  fent  to 
my  houfe  ♦,  I  not  being  at  home,  my  journeyman 
attended,  who  immediately  opened  a  vein,  no 
blood  followed  ^  he  repeated  it  without  effect.  I 
had  given  the  treatife  publifhed  by  the  fociety  to 
him  to  read,  juff  at  the  time  this  affair  happened, 
which  furnifhed  him  with  ideas  of  trying  what 
friCtion  would  do  in  this  cafe  ;  when  he  ordered 
the  boys  arm’s  and  bread  to  be  rubbed  with  warm 
flannels,  and  in  five  minutes  the  blood  flowed 
freely.  I  by  this  time  came  home,  when  I  di¬ 
rectly  ordered  him  to  a  warm  bed,  and  purfued 
that  excellent  plan  prefcribed  by  the  fociety  with 
the  greatefl  fuccefs.  The  fird  figns  of  life  were 
breathing,  with  catchings,  univerfal  convulfidns, 
and  intermitting  pulfe.  1  ordered  him  bliders  for 
his  legs  and  arms,  bled  him  the  two  following 
days,  all  which  feemed  to  relieve  him.  He  did 

K  2  not 
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not  recover  his  fpeech  for  four  days,  his  fenfes 
■till  the  fixth  day.  After  that  his  fenfes  and 
ftrength  in  ere  a  fed,  and  in  three  weeks  time  was 
perfectly  recovered,  and  has  continued  well  ever 
fince.

Mr.  Hawes  received  the  above  letter  by  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Barrow  of  Hoxton ,  who  allured  him, 
that  the  day  before  he  left  Ipfwich ,  he  faw  the  boy 
and  his  parents,  who  expreffed  their  warmed  gra¬ 
titude  to  Mr.  St  ebbing,  for  his  having  reilored 
their  fon  to  life  and  health.

The  Cafe  following  was  communicated  by  Dodor 
Townfend  of  Cork ,  to  Mr.  Hawes .

SIR,  CorkiOkf.  29,  1775* 

Mafter  «$—>» — — ,  of  this  City,  about  twelve 
years  of  age,  went  to  fwim  in  the  river,  and  by 
the  violence  of  the  current  was  carried  down  two 
or  three  hundred  yards.  After  feme  time  he  was 
taken  up  apparently  dead .  The  man  who  had  taken 
the  body  out  of  the  water,  very  prudently  con¬ 
veyed  it  to  the  neared  houfe  dripped  and  began 
to  rub  it,  In  the  mean  time  he  fent  for  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  Phyfician,  (Dodor  Pumphry)  and  for 
me.  The  Dodor  immediately  came,  and  made 
them  perfid  in  rubbing,  by  which  means  only  the 
boy  was  foon  redored  to  lifer  without  convulfions 
or  any  other  alarming  fymptom.  When  he  was 
to  all  appearance  out  of  danger,  the  Dodor  left 
him  in  care  of  his  family,  in  his  father's  houfe. 

whither 
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whither  he  had  him  carried.  Unfortunately  this 
lad’s  brother,  a  young  man  about  nineteen  years 
of  age,  was  on  the  bank  of  the  river  when  the 
current  overturned  him.  He  leaped  in  to  fave  the 
boy,  and  was  irrecoverably  loft,  not  being  found 
’till  fifty  hours  after.  The  hurry  and  confufion 

consequent  on  the  lofs  of  this  young  man,  was 

fuch  as  made  the  family  negledt  the  boy,  who 

was  thought  to  be  out  of  danger.  But  as  the 
fridtions  had  not  been  continued  for  a  fufficient 
length  of  time,  at  my  arrival,  I  found  him  in 
bed,  cold  as  death,  with  fcarcely  any  pulfe,  and 
in  fome  degree  comatofe.  Being  alarmed  at  thefe 
appearances,  I  caufed  hot  bricks  to  be  applied  to 
the  foies  of  his  feet,  renewed  the  fridtions  with 
warm  flannels,  and  gave  him  a  little  wine  and 
water  warm  ;  by  thefe  means,  in  about  half  an 
hour ,  his  natural  heat  returned,  and  he  could 
fpeak  quite  well,  nor  had  he  any  difagreeable 
return. 

I  could  not  exadtly  afeertain  how  long  he  had 
been  in  the  water.  This  happened  about  the  end 
pf  July  laft.

We  cannot  forbear  obferving  that  this  remar¬ 
kable  cafe  is  another  evidence  of  the  neceflity  of 
perfeverance,  and  proves  to  a  demonftration  that 
the  youth  would  have  been  loft:,  without  the  afti- 
duous  application  of  the  means  recommended. 


We 
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We  have  had  frequent  occafion  to  obferve, 
that  altho*  we  are  obliged  to  confine  our  rewards 
to  the  recovery  of  perfons  in  danger  of  drowning? 
yet  it  is  an  eflentia!  part  of  our  plan  to  awaken 
the  attention  of  the  publick  to  every  cafe  of  ap¬ 
parent  death,  arifing  from  any  fudden  caufe  which 
fufpends  without  deftroying  the  various  functions 
of  the  body.  With  this  view  we  have,  upon  a 
former  occafion,  recorded  a  curious  inftance  of 
the  reftoration  of  a  child  by  means  of  electricity. 
(See  Reports  for  the  year  1774,  Cafe  ix,)  We 
ihall  now  fubjoin,  with  the  fame  intention,  two 
cafes  communicated  to  us  by  Dr.  Cogan,  in  a 
letter  to  the  Treafurer. 

SIR, 

I  have  long  been  of  opinion  that  a  great  num-» 
her  of  children,  who  are  ftilUborn ,  as  it  is  termed, 
and  are  generally  negleded  as  irrecoverably  dead , 
may  very  often,  with  proper  attention  and  affi- 
duty,  be  reftored  to  the  arms  of  their  mothers, 
and  reward  them  for  the  pains  they  have  been 
fufifering.  Every  praditioner  in  midwifry,  it  is 
acknowledged,  will  make  feme  flight  attempts  to 
recover  a  child,  where  they  perceive  any  figns 
of  remaining  life  *,  nor  are  they  unacquainted  with 
feme  of  the  proper  methods  of  treating  it ,  fuch 
as  applying  onions,  burnt  rags  or  feathers,  or 
volatile  faks,  or  any  other  liimulants  to  the  nof- 
trils,  rubbing  the  body  with  warm  cloths, 

But  if  the  reftoration  be  not  immediate,  and  the 
infant  does  not  convince  them  by  a  loud  cry, 
that  it  is  roufed  from  its  infenfible  ilate,  they  are 
apt  to  give  up  the  cafe  as  defperate  5  and  it  may 
be,  lay  the  body  in  a  place  fufnciently  cold  or 

damp. 
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damp  to  extinguifh  any  latent  remains  of  life* 

I  will  alfo  acknowledge  that  I  have  occafionally 
heard  of  fome  few  inftances  of  a  recovery  equally 
curious  and  furprifing  with  thofe  related  concern¬ 
ing  drowned  perlons.  But  thefe  prefent  them- 
felves  much  lefs  frequently  than  we  might  have 
reafon  to  expedl,  and  have  been  talked  of  rather 
as  prodigies ,  than  as  incitements  to  attempt  the 
fame.  I  have  of  late.  Sir,  paid  confiderable 
attention  to  children  in  this  fituation,  for  which ' 
my  connexion  with  the  charity  for  delivering 
poor  married  vcomen  at  their  own  habitations ,  af¬ 
fords  me  frequent  opportunities.  Altho*  I  will 
not  aflert  that  in  every  cafe  where  circum fiances 
appeared  equally  favourable,  I  have  been  equally 
fuccefsful,  yet  I  am  convinced  that  feverai  have 
been  reflored,  which  otherways  would  have  been 
loft,  through  negledt  or  incredulity.  Two  in- 
flances  of  this  nature,  which  I  beg  leave  to  feledl, 
merely  becaufe  I  took  a  more  minute  account  of 
them,  will  evince  the  great  utility  of  attention 
and  perfeverance. 

Feb.  i  4,  1775. — I  was  called  to  Mrs.  Barkings 
a  little  deformed  perfon,  who  from  the  extreme 
narrownefs  of  her  make,  was  never  able  to  bring 
forth  a  living  child,  and  whom  I  was  under  the 
horrid  neceffity  of  delivering  about  twenty  months 
before,  by  the  operation  of  Embriotomy . 

In  this  cafe  the  hand  was  the  prefenting  parr, 
the  membranes  were  entire,  and  the  child  was 
comparatively  Imall.  With  thefe  advantages,  I 
immediately  proceeded  to  turn  the  child,  and  the 
labour  fucceeded  very  happily,  until  it  had  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  head,  which  adhered  flrongly  be¬ 
tween 
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tween  the  ojfa  facri  and  pubis .  It  was  upwards  of 
fifteen  minutes  before  I  could,  with  the  affiftance 
of  the  mother’s  pains,  finifli  the  delivery*  The 
pulfation  in  the  umbelical  cord ,  had  ceafed  about 
fix  or  /even  minutes  before  the  birth  of  the  child. 
It  lay  totally  pafllve,  not  the  fmalleft  degree  of 
pulfation  was  perceptible,  nor  were  there  the 
feebleft  attempts  to  refpiration.  I  obferved  how¬ 
ever  a  rigid  contra&ion  in  the  left  leg,  which 
was  a  demonftrative  proof  of  latent  life.  I  im¬ 
mediately  rubbed  the  abdomen ,  limbs^  the  /pine  of 
the  back,  &c.  with  fait  moiftened  with  brandy, 
applied  volatile  fpirits  to  the  temples  and  noftrils* 
and  dilated  the  thorax  by  blowing  into  the  mouth 
thro’  a  cloth,  comprefling  the  noftrils  with  one 
hand,  and  the  cheft  with  the  other,  and  thus 
imitating  the  natural  refpiration.  In  a  few  minutes 
I  perceived  an  irregular  pulfation,  or  rather  a 
tremulous  motion  in  the  pit  of  the  ftomach, 
which  encouraged  me  to  proceed.  I  then  plunged 
the  child  into  a  pail  of  warm  water,  blowing  into 
its  lungs  while  it  was  in  this  fituadon.  A  ftrong, 
tho5  interrupted  pulfe  at  the  umbelical  cord ,  and 
frequent  ftrokes  of  the  heart,  convinced  me 
that  we  were  making  conliderable  advances :  yet 
the  infant  was  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in 
the  water  before  it  began  to  heave  a  figh  ;  which 
it  did  firft  at  very  diflant  intervals,  afterwards 
more  frequently,  and  at  length  it  breathed  with 
tolerable  eafe.  It  was  about  an  hour  before  I 
dared  to  omit  one  or  other  of  thefe  operations,, 
or  could  deem  the  little  patient  out  of  danger. 
I  then  ordered  the  nurfe  to  rub  it  dry,  wrap  it 
up  in  warm  flannel,  and  place  it  upon  a  pillow, 
at  a  proper  diftance  from  the  Are.  The  next  day 
I  called,  and  found  the  child  perfeflly  reflored.

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The  fecond  Cafe  was  not  in  the  event  fo  fortu** 

I  hate  ;  and  yet  it  was  attended  with  circumftances 
which  rendered  it  ftill  more  furprifing.

j  March  13,  *775°— I  attended  Mrs .  Solomon^ 
who  was  fo  unhappily  formed,  that  fhe  had  never 
brought  forth  a  live  child. — This  was  her  fourth 
labour.  The  hand  alfo  prefented,  and  the  ftate  of 
her  labour  was,  in  other  refpeds,  fimilar  to  the 
preceding :  the  child  was  indeed  much  larger, 
and  the  bones  of  the  cranium  exceedingly  firm 
and  ofiified.  I  had  confiderably  more  difficulty 
to  extrad  the  head,  and  was  necefiitated  to  affiift 
the  woman’s  pains  with  great  exertions  of  force0 
There  was  not  the  lead  fymptom  of  remaining 
life.  I  perceived  alfo  a  red  circle  round  the  neck 
of  the  child,  as  is  ufual  to  perfons  firangled  by 
the  cord  •  and  fome  blood  iffued  from  the  noflrils* 
As  I  had  for  fome  time  made  it  my  conffianc 
pradice  to  blow  into  the  lungs  of  flill-born  chil¬ 
dren,  in  order  to  afcertain  whether  or  not  they 
were  abfolutely  dead,  1  did  it  in  the  pre lent  cafe, 
rather  to  fatisfy  my  own  mind,  than  from  the 
rnoft  diflant  expectations  of  fuccefs.  After  blow¬ 
ing  for  fome  time,  I  perceived  that  the  colour  of 
the  fkin  became  more  animated,  which  encou- 
faged  me  to  proceed  to  the  ufe  of  fridions,  and 
the  warm  bath.  But  although  I  perceived  fome 
figos  of  a  favourable  narure,  which  induced  me 
to  proceed,  yet  upwards  of  fifty  minutes  were 
elapfed  before  I  could  flatter  the  attendants  or  my- 
felf  with  the  fmallefl  hopes  of  a  reftoration.  The 
warm  bath  feemed  in  this  cafe  a  moft  excellent 
auxiliary  to  blowing  into  the  lungs.  Fumiga- , 
tion  was  alfo  attempted;  but  perhaps  from  the 

L  imper- 
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imperfection  of  inftrument,  it  did  not  fucceed.  The 
bath  was  continued  for  about  ten  minutes ,  when  the 
infant  was  taken  out,  well  rubbed,  and  wrapped 
in  a  warm  dry  flannel.  In  this  ftate  it  was  kept 
for  five  or  ten  minutes,  and  frictions  ufed.  The 
bath  was  then  repeated.  In  the  ufe  of  thefe  me¬ 
thods,  fometimes  we  feemed  to  be  gaining,  and 
others  lofing  ground.  At  length,  however,  the 
child  began  to  breath  with  fome  regularity,  tho® 
with  a  degree  of  difficulty.  It  iflfued  a  plaintive 
tone,  rather  than  cried.  Finding  that  for  the  lad 
half  hour  we  gained  no  farther  advances,  I  order¬ 
ed  the  child  to  be  laid  naked  in  its  mother’s  arms, 
and  took  my  leave.  It  was  now  about  two  hours 
after  the  delivery. 

The  next  day  I  found  that  the  child  had  lived 
eight  hours ,  fighing  and  moaning,  and  uttering  a 
plaintive  found  ;  but  that  it  had  never  acquired 
flrength  enough  to  cry. 

Although  the  above  Cafe  was  not  finally  fuc^ 
cefsful,  and  the  injury  which  the  infant  had  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  feverity  of  the  labor,  was  too  great 
to  admit  of  a  reftoration  \  yet  this  long  conteft, 
as  it  were,  betwixt  life  and  death,  fhews  how7 
much  may  be  expected  in  circumftances  more  fa¬ 
vorable. 

Permit  me  to  repeat.  Sir,  that  thefe  inftances 
are  communicated  to  you  from  no  other  motives 
than  merely  to  excite  the  attention  of  practitioners 
in  Midwifry  to  this  important  object.  Nor  do 
I  claim  any  other  honour  to  niyfelf,  than  that  of 
perfevering  in  the  methods  univerfally  known,  a 
much  longer  fpace  of  time  than  has  hitherto  been 
generally  practifed. 
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I  intended  to  have  lubjoined  fome  general  ob- 
fervations ;  but  I  would  wifli  to  put  my  remarks  to 
the  tell  of  farther  experiments,  before  I  prefenc 
them  to  the  Public.  1  am,  Sir,

We  have  already  hinted,  that  amongft  the  va¬ 
rious  ftimulants  employed  in  the  recovery  of  per- 
fons  apparently  dead,  Electricity,  upon  ac¬ 
count  of  its  fubtile  pervading  nature,  feemed  to 
promife  peculiar  efficacy.  We  have  given  one  in- 
ftance  wherein  a  child  was  happily  reftored  by  the 
eleCtrical  ffiock.  We  are  pleafed  to  find  our  fen- 
timents  confirmed  by  fo  ingenious  an  experimen¬ 
tal  philofopher  as  Mr.  Henley,  a  gentleman  well 
known  in  the  philofophic  world.  And  we  hope 
that  the  publication  of  his  opinion,  which  he  has 
communicated  in  a  letter  addreffed  to  the  Society, 
will  awaken  the  attention  of  Practitioners  to  this 
curious  fubjeCt,  and  induce  them  to  make  a  trial 
of  fo  powerful  and  promifing  a  remedy,  as  often 
as  it  can  be  conveniently  obtained. 

Gentlemen, 

Much  having  lately  been  done  in  the  recove¬ 
ry  of  perfons  apparently  dead,  by  drowning,  Dy 
the  Societies  very  laudably  inffituted  for  that  pur- 
pofe  ;  it  hath  frequently  occurred  to  me  that  there 
is  in  nature,  a  power,  which  may  probably  upon 
trial,  prove  a  more  fpeedy  and  effectual  remedy, 
than  any  one  hitherto  employed  for  that  purpofe. 

L  2  The 
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The  power  I  allude  to  is  Electricity  ancf 
from  a  careful  obfervation  of  itsefftdls  on  the  hu¬ 
man  body,  I  am  ftrongly  of  opinion  that  jftoge-  • 
ther  with’  warmth  and  fri&ion)  a  few  electrical 
fhocks,  from  a  jar  containing  one  hundred,  or 
two  hundred  fquare  inches  of  coated  fur  face,  ful¬ 
ly  charged,*  (from  which  no  danger,  I  think, 
need  be  apprehended)  and  paffed  in  different  di¬ 
rections  through  the  body,  but  particularly 
through  the  heart  and  lungs,  might  produce  the 
defired  effe<5t,  in  a  very  fhcrt  time ;  when  per¬ 
haps  all  other  applications  after  a  long  and  unre¬ 
mitted  perfeverance,  may  have  proved  wholly  inef¬ 
fectual.'  Thofe  who  have  confidered  the  rapidity  and 
violence  with  which  a  charge  of  eleClricity  paffes 
through  the  human  body,  and  the  internal  concuf- 
(procurable  by  no  other  means)  which  is  given 
to  thofe  parts  that  are  brought  immediately  into 
the  circuit  will,  I  imagine,  be  inithntly  convinced 
of  the  probability  of  its  fuccefs,  in  the  cafe  of 
thofe  unfortunate  perfons,  for  whofe  benefit  I  now 
wifh  to  recommend  it.  I  have  lately  propofed  the 
trial  of  it  to  fevcral  very  eminent  gentlemen,  both 
phyficians  and  furgeons,  and  am  authorized  to  fay 
that  they  have  tinanimoufiy  approved  of  it.  Some 
of  them  have  allured  me  that-  they  will  take  every 


*  A  flhiock  of  this  force  might  be  too  y'olent,  at  firj}9  at 
Jeaft.~'  It  would  certainly  be  more  prudent  to  begin  with 
weaker  ftrokes,  and  sncteafe  their  power  as  occafion  may  re-* 
quire.  Perhaps  a  fimilar  caution  would  be  advifeable  in  the 
application  of  other  potent  ftimdants;  and  that  more  fucceft 
would  be  obtained  by  attempting  gradually  to  excite  the  tor¬ 
pid  powers  of  nature,  than  in  endeavouring  to  rouzs  them  at 
Once  by  ;more  violent  methods.  We  hope  that  gentlemen 
will  favour  us  with  the  rcfult  of  their  experience  upon  this

We  fhall  only  add,  in  confirmation  of  this  gen¬ 
tleman’s  opinion,  that  the  ele&ricai  (hock  was  tried 
upon  the  body  of  James  Law  [on,  four  hours  after 
he  was  taken  out  of  the  water  *,  every  other  me¬ 
thod  having  been  tried  in  vain  ;  and  the  effe&s  it 
produced  were  of  fuch  a  nature,  as  to  evince  how 
beneficial  it  may  prove  in  more  favourable  cir- 
cumftances.  The  firft  fhock  excited  a  pulfation 
in  the  temporal  artery.  The  next,  diffufed  a  florid 
colour  over  the  face,  and  cccafioned  the  blood  to 
•  *  '  •  r  '  flow 
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flow  in  a  copious  Stream,  and  to  a  considerable 
quantity,  from  an  orifice  which  had  been  opened 
in  the  jugular  vein,  at  the  beginning  of  the  pro- 
cefs,  without  a  drop  having  ifiued  from  it.  The 
fubfequent  Shocks  were  attended  with  no  manifeft 
advantage,  and  every  favourable  fyftem  fub- 
fided. 

Defcription  of  a  Fumigator  of  am  improved  con- 
ftrudtion,  by  Dr.  Cogan . 

The  inje£fion  of  the  fumes  of  tobacco  into  the 
inteftines,  has  been  univerfally  confidered  amongft 
the  moft  efficacious  applications  \  and  a  due  atten¬ 
tion  .to  the  manner  of  its  adting  will  convince  us 
that  it  deferves  this  character.  It  is  not  only  the 
ad  million  of  a  kindly  warmth  into  the  internal 
parts  of  the  body,  which  mult  be  promifing  of 
fuccefs,  but  the  Emulating  quality  of  the  tobac¬ 
co,  connected  with  this  warmth,  fee  ms  admirably 
adapted  to  excite  the  fufpended  or  extremely  lan¬ 
guid  periftal tic  motion  of  the  inteftines  ;  which 
phifiologifts  agree  to  place,  amonoft  the  moft  ir¬ 
ritable  parts  of  the  body,  and  which  are  allowed 
to  retain  the  vital  influence  longer  than  any  other. 
It  is  well  known  alfo,  that  this  vital  principle 
being  once  excited  to  adtion  in  any  one  part, 
(fuch  is  the  general  fympathy  obfervable  in  an 
animated  body)  the  whole  fyftem  will  in  moft 
cafes  Share  in  the  effect. 

But  the  queftion  is,  by  what  means  can  this 
fmoke  be  moft  commodioufly  applied  ?  This  will 
be  beft  ardwered  by  enquiring  what  are  the  condi¬ 
tions  or  qualities  rcquifite  in  the  inftrument  made 
ufe  of  for  th&purpofe  ? 


It 
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It  is  neceffary,  for  example*  that  the  fumes  be 
injected  in  a  proper  temperature,  neither  too  hot, 
nor  cold  :  that  they  be  injected  in  a  due  quantity  : 
that  the  box  of  the  fumigator  be  fo  large  as 
to  contain  a  fufficiency  of  tobacco  :  that  there 
may  not  be  too  frequent  interruption  in  the  re¬ 
newal  of  it :  that  the  inftrument  be  portable  : 
that  it  be  fo  conftrufted  as  to  be  prepared  with 
expedition,  and  not  fubje&to  any  inconveniencies 
which  may  interrupt  the  operation.  This  laft  is 
peculiarly  neceffary  in  cafes  of  Hidden  apparent 
deaths,  where  the  haft  interruption  may  be  of 
fatal  confequence. 

The  ingenuity  of  artifts  has  been  much  exer- 
cifed  to  invent  inftruments  that  lliould  anfwer 
thefe  qualities  yet  all  thofe  which  I  have  as  yet 
feen,  have  been  very  defective  in  one  or  more  of 
the  above  requifites. 

Some  have  been  fo  conftruffed  as  to  work 
with  a  piftern,  in  the  manner  of  a  fyringe,  but 
the  inconveniencies  attending  them  are,  they  are 
expenfive,  complicated,  and  foon  out  of  order, 
and  are  worked  with  great  labour  and  fatigue, 
and  moft  that  I  have  feen  contain  but  a  very  fmall 
quantity  of  tobacco. 

The  fumigators  commonly  ufed  by  apotheca¬ 
ries  in  ad  mini  fieri  ng  tobacco  glyflers,  are  too 
fmall,  and  the  method  of  blowing  by  the  mouth, 
is  fatiguing  and  difagreeable. 

The  Dutch  have  confiderably  improved  upon 
this  fort,  by  making  the  bowl  larger,  fo  as  to  con¬ 
tain  three-fourths  of  an  ounce  of  tobacco.  The 
conftrucflion  of  this,  is  a  wooden  bowl  lined  with 
brafs  or  tin,  and  covered  by  a  top  of  wood,  lined 
in  a  fimilar  manner.  T  his  top  is  fcrewed  upon  the 

other 
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other.  The  inffrument  is  ufed  by  means  of  i 
wooden  tube  or  blow  pipe,  fcrewed  to  the  top, 
and  adapted  either  to  the  mouth,  or  to  a  pair  of 
bellows. 

Its  inconveniencies  are,  it  is  difficulty  to  light  the 
tobacco  when  the  top  is  fcrewed  on,  as  it  receives 
not  a  fufficient  quantity  of  air  to  keep  it  alive 
until  the  agent  be  prepared  for  blowing  :  the 
dull  and  oil  proceeding  from  the  lighted  tobacco, 
fwell  the  wood,  or  fill  up  the  inteftines  of  the 
fcrews  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  is  often  difficult 
or  impoffible  to  unfcrew  them,  efpecially  while 
they  are  warm  ;  and  thus  the  procefs  is  retarded 
or  perhaps  entirely  impeded  :  frequent  ufage 
fplits  the  wood,  and  this  being  inwrought  with  the 
other  part,  the  whole  becomes  ufelefs. 

The  French  have  attempted  to  improve  upon 
this  plan.  A  defcription  of  the  iiiftrument  ufed 
by  therm  I  will  tranfiate  from  their  publications, 

“  It  is  compofed  of  a  box  fomewhat  like 
the  bowl  of  a  pipe.  This  box  is  covered  by  a 
top  or  lid,  at  the  upper  part  of  which  is  a  hole  or 
chimney,  to  give  air  to  the  tobbacco  at  will. 
From  the  fide  of  this  cover  proceeds  a  tube  about 
four  inches  in  length,  incorporated  with  it,  and 
adapted  at  the  other  extremity  to  thb  end  of  a 
flexible  tube. 

At  the  lower  part  of  this  box  is  inferted  a 
fpecies  of  tubular  handle*  which  admits  the  no° 
zle  of  a  pair  of  bellows,  faflened  to  it  by; 
means  of  an  iron  pin  palling  tranfverfely  thro* 
both.  By  this  contrivance,  when  the  tobaccb  is 
lighted,  it  is  not  necefiary  to  touch  the  heated 
box,  and  the  bellows  ferves  as  a  handle 
which  to  dired  all  the  necefiary  movements. 

This 
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This  machine  is  made  of  copper,  its  component 
parts  are  of  the  fame  metal,  foldered  to  it  in 
luch  a  manner  that  there  is  little  danger  of  its 
being  injured  by  the  fire,  & c.” 

Notwithftanding  that  this  machine  is  in  fome 
refpedls  an  improvement  upon  the  others,  yet  it 
is  attended  with  feveral  inconveniencies.  It  throws 
out  but  a  very  fmall  ftream  of  fmoke,  by  no 
means  equal  to  the  advantages  we  ought  to  cxpebt 
from  an  inftrument  profeffedly  adapted  to  the 
purpofe.  It  is  alfo,  for  the  fake  of  cheapnefs,  fo 
very  inaccurately  made,  that  the  parts  are  not 
properly  adj lifted  to  each  other,  and  the  fmoke 
efcapes  through  various  outlets  ;  if  not  in  luch  a 
degree  as  to  weaken  its  efficacy,  yet  greatly  to 
incommode  the  operator  and  attendants.'  The 
cover  being  faftened  to  the  bowl  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  as  the  lid  of  a  fnuff-box,  after  frequent  ufing 
it  becomes  too  loofe,  and  is  apt  to  be  blown  off 
by  a  brifker  a&ion  of  the  bellows.  The  metal 
alfo  foon  acquires  fuch  a  degree  of  heat  as  to 
render  handling  the  inftrument  extremely  incon¬ 
venient,  ffiould  the  tobacco  be  ex tingui filed,  or 
occafion  require  it  to  be  renewed.  But  the 
ftrongeft  objection  is,  according  to  the  conftruc- 
tion  of  this  machine,  the  air  paffes  into  the  bot¬ 
tom  cf  it  through  the  fiibftance  of  the  lighted 
tobacco  }  and  fends  fmoke  arifing  immediately 
from  the  furlace  into  the  in teftin.es.  By  this 
contrivance  the  confumption  of  the  tobacco  it  is 
true  is  equal,  but  very  gradual,  and  the  fmoke 
is  emitted  in  fo  fmall  a  column  as  mud  weaken 
the  efficacy  of  the  inftrument.  And  farther,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  agents  are  more  cautious  than  we  can 
reafonably  expert  at  a  feafon  of  fuch  general 
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perturbation,  not  only  the  hot  allies  of  the  burnt 
tobacco,  but  even  fparks  of  fire  may  be  injedted 
into  the  inteftines. 

Having  remarked  the  above  inconveniencies 
from  repeated  trials  of  thefe  different  inftru- 
mcnts,  1  mentioned  them  to  that  very  ingenious 
artift  Mr.  Wrigglefwortb ,  furgical  inftrument 

in  the  Minories ,  fubmitting  to  him  at  the  fame 
time  feme  general  hints  and  obfervations  relative 
to  the  removal  of  them.  This  gentleman  has 
paid  great  attention  to  the  fubjedl,  and  after  vari¬ 
ous  experiments,  he  has  conftrudted  feveral  upon  a 
plan  which  I  hope  will  prove  in  every  refpedt 
unexceptionable.  It  will  be  impoffible  without 
the  aid  of  a  drawing  to  give  an  adequate  del- 
cription  off  it.  The  following  may  convey  a 
*  general  idea. 

The  bowl  or  body  of  it  is  made  of  call  brafs ; 
and  is  large  enough  to  contain  about  an  ounce  and  a 
half  0$ tobacco.  Thus  every  inconvenience  which 
might  arife  from  the  melting  of  the  folder,  or  fmall- 
nefs  of  quantity,  is  avoided.  The  pipe  projecting 
from  the  lower  part  of  it,  is  bored  out  of  a  folid 
piece  of  brafs,  as  alfo  thofe  to  which  each  extremity 
of  the  leathern  tube  is  affixed,  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  fame  inconveniencies.  The  top  or  co¬ 
ver  is  alfo  made  of  caff  brafs  :  from  the  upper 
extremity  of  which  projedts  a  neck  about  an  inch 
and  a  half  in  length,  the  opening  or  bore  of 
it  is  about  half  an  inch  in  diameter.  This  top 
is  fixed  to  the  box  by  means  of  two  nitches  made 
on  each  fide  of  a  circular  ridge  or  edge,  admit¬ 
ting  two  ears  that  projedt  from  the  upper  part 

of  the  box,  which  by  a  circular  motion  Jock 
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upon  the  rirri ;  thus  both  parts  become  as  firmly  uni¬ 
ted  as  if  they  were  one  body,  and  yet  when  necef- 
fary  may  be  feparated  with  the  utmoft  eafe.  The 
upper  orifice  of  the  top  was  made  fo  large  in  or¬ 
der  to  admit  a  fuflicient  quantity  of  air  to  keep 
the  tobacco  lighted  until  the  bellows  can  be  ap¬ 
plied. 

The  bellows,  tho*  portable,  pofiefs  more  power 
than  any  I  have  feen  of  the  fize.  The  Incut  or 
nozle  of  them  is  accurately  adapted  to  the  neck 
of  the  cover,  and  is  about  an  inch  and  a  half  or 
two  inches  long.  The  lower  end  of  the  friout  is 
rounded  and  fmooth,  like  the  lower  extremity  of 
a  glyfter  pipe-,  it  is  perforated  like  a  cullendar, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  afhes  of  the  tobacco  from 
rifing  into  the  bellows.  This  form  alfo  adapts 
them  to  other  ufes  ;  they  may  be  fafely  applied  to 
the  mouth  or  noftrils,  without  danger  of  wound¬ 
ing,  or  be  introduced  immediately  into  the  anus; 
fhould  any  impediment  arife  to  the  ufe  of  to* 
bacco;  fuch  as  its  deficiency,  or  the  want  6f  fire 
to  light  it.  The  bellows  are  fattened  upon  the 
cover  or  lid  in  a  manner  fimilar  to  the  preceding  j 
an  ear  projects  from  the  upper  part  of  the  neck, 
and  is  admitted  into  a  nitch  in  a  circular  rim  upon 
the  nozle.  The  pipe  projecting  from  the  lower 
extremity  of  the  bowl,  locks  into  the  crofs  pipe 
to  which  the  leathern  tube  is  affixed,  in  the  man¬ 
ner  of  a  bayonet.  By  this  kind  of  fattening  the 
whole  apparatus  may  be  made  ready  in  the  Ipace 
of  a  minute,  and  forms  one  compact  body,  free 
from  the  hazard  of  falling  in  pieces,  and  thus 
interrupting  the  operation  and  yet  either  part 
may  be  taken  off'  when  occafion  requires,  with 
the  utmott  eafe  and  expedition. 

M  2 
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As  the  bowl  will  neceffarily,  during  the  ope¬ 
ration,  acquire  a  great  degree  of  heat,  it  is  indo- 
fed  in  a  thick  cafe  of  wood,  removeable  at  plea- 
fare  ;  this  will  fecure  the  hand  from  injury  during 
the  whole  of  the  procefs.  We  mutt  alfo  obferve 
that  if  the  fire  iliould  be  extinguifhed,  or  the’ 
bowl  require  to  be  replenifhed  with  tobacco,  the 
bellows  by  this  peculiar  manner  of  fattening,  be¬ 
come  as  it  were  one  with  the  cover,  ferving  as  a 
handle ;  fo  that  they  may  both  be  turned  round 
together,  and  d  i  fen  gaged  from  the  body,  and 
rejoined  with  equal  eafe,  without  being  touched 
by  the  hand.  Thus  the  great  heat  of  the  in- 
ftrument  will  not  incommode  the  operator  in  his 
bufinefs. 

This  inttrument  is  not  fo  expenfive  as  thofe 
which  work  with  a  piftern,  but  it  is  from  the 
truth  and  luperiority  of  its  workmanfhip  confi- 
derably  dearer  than  either  the  French  6r  Dutch 
ones.  But  it  is  extremely  permament,  nor  can 
any  part  of  it  buffer  injury  by  frequent  ufage, 
excepting  the  leathern  pipe,  which  is  common  to 
them  all.  It  is  probable  that  the  wooden  cafe 
will  not  be  in  the  leatt  injured  by  the  mott  fre¬ 
quent  ufage  3  if  it  fliould  it  may  be  fupplied  at  a 
trifling  expence. 

The  fame  ingenious  artitt  has  alfo  conftrudfed 
a  machine  fo  formed,  as  to  contain  the  above 
fumigator,  with  every  requifite  for  beginning  ar\ 
operation  ,  fuch  as  brandy,  fait,  fpirit  of  fal.  am¬ 
moniac,  tinder  box,  flint  and  fteel,  and  cloths  to 
rub  the  body.  This  is  light  and  portable,,  be¬ 
ing  not  much  larger  than  a  cafe  of  furgical 
inftruments. 
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A  magazine  of  this  condrudtion  will  be  pe¬ 
culiarly  lerviceable  ;  I  may  fay  abfblutely  necef- 
fary  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  where  acci¬ 
dents  mod  commonly  happen  by  fwimming  and 
bathing  in  rivers  at  a  diftance  from  the  town, 
and  perhaps  from  any  place  where  proper  acco¬ 
modation  may  be  obtained.  It  might,  by  being 
flung  acrofs  the  fhoulder  of  a  man  on  horfeback 
be  very  commodioufly  conveyed  to  the  place,  and 
the  falutary  procefs  commenced  ;  and  although 
the  (tore  is  not  large,  it, will  always  afford  time 
fufficient  to  feek  more  ample  fupplies. 

The  Society  at  Paris  have  added  in  thejr  ma¬ 
gazines  a  large  fhirt  and'cap,  made  of  the  warmed 
dannel,  with  which  they  immediately  clothe  the 
body.  Thefe  will  doubtlefs  be  of  the  utmod  con¬ 
fluence,  and  peculiarly  requifite  in  cafes  I  have 
been  defcribing-,  but  they  are  omitted  in  this  maga¬ 
zine,  as  their  demenfions  would  almod  double  the 
fize  and  weight  of  the  box,  and  render  it  extreme¬ 
ly  inconvenient  for  carriage.  But  a  wallet  or 
leathern  pouch  externally  fixed  to  the  box,  and 
confined  by  a  drap  and  buckle,  would  be  much 
more  commodious,  and  render  the  apparatus  in 
all  refpedbs  compleat. 


Upon  the  fird  Inditution  of  our  Society,  it  was 
agreed,  as  foon  as  our  Fund  fhould  permit,  to 
prefent  every  Medical  afiidant,  or  any  other  gen¬ 
tleman,  who  hath  diitinguifhed  himfelf  by  reco¬ 
vering  a  perfon  apparently  dead,  with  a  diver  me¬ 
dal. 
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dal,  as  a  public  teftimony  of  bis  fkill  and  huma« 
nity.  The  intention  was,  at  once,  to  excite  a 
laudable  fpirit  of  emulation,  and  to  make  fome 
acknowledgment  to  gentlemen  who  have  gene- 
roufly  offered  their  affi fiance  gratis  ;  many  of  whom 
have  already  been  at  very  confiderable  trou¬ 
ble  and  expence,  in  their  affiduous  attempt  to  re- 
ftorelife.  The  liberality  of  the  public  have  now 
enabled  us  to  put  that  part  of  our  Plan  into  exe¬ 
cution.  A  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  ge¬ 
neral  body  to  take  the  fubjeCt  into  confideration  i 
to  receive  any  Device  that  fhould  be  propofed  to 
them,  and  decide  upon  their  comparative  merits. 
Among  feveral  elegant  ones  which  were  fubmitted 
to  their  judgment,  that  prefented  by  the  ingenious 
Dr.  JVatkinfon  was  unanimoufly  preferred,  upon 
account  of  its  fimplicity,  juftnefs  cf  the  emblem, 
and  elegance  of  the  figure.  The  reader  may  fee 
an  impreflion  of  it  taken  from  a  copper-plate,  in 
the  frontifpiece.  The  explanation  we  fhall  give 
in  the  Do&or’s  own  words.

This  defign  feems  firiCtly  applicable  to  the  cafe 
of  one  apparently  dead,  and  alfo  to  that  of  the 
perfon  who  endeavours  to  recover  him.

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The  reverfe  exhibits  a  civic  wreath,  which  was 
the  Roman  reward  for  faving  the  life  of  a  citi¬ 
zen,  with  a  blank  for  the  name  of  a  perfon  to 
whom  the  medal  may  be  given  :  the  infcription 
around  the  wreath  expreffes  the  merit  which  ob¬

I.  A  HE  Society  has  undertaken  to  publifh,  in 
as  extenfive  a  manner  as  poflible,  the  proper  me¬ 
thods  of  treating  perfons  in  thole  unlortunate  cir- 
cumftances. 

II.  To  diftribute  a  premium  of  Two  Guinea * 
among  the  firft  perfons,  not  exceeding  four  in 
number,  who  will  attempt  to  recover  man,  wo¬ 
man,  or  child,  taken  out  of  the  water  for  dead, 
within  thirty  miles  of  the  cities  of  London  and 
fVeftminfter  ;  provided  they  had  not  been  longer 
than  two  hours  under  the  water  ;  and  provided 
the  Afiiftants  perfevere  in  the  ufe  of  the  means  re¬ 
commended,  and  no  others,  unlefs  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  a  regular  praclitioner,  for  the  fpace  of 
two  hours.  This  reward  to  be  given,  though  they 
may  not  prove  fuccefsfuh 

III.  To  diftribute  in  like  manner  Four  Guineas 
wherever  the  patient  has  been  reftored  to  life.

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IV.  To  give  to  any  publican,  or  other,  who 
fhall  admit  the  body  into  his  houfe  without  delay, 
and  furnifh  the  necefiary  accommodations,  the 
futn  of  One  Guinea ;  and  alfo  to  fecure  them  from 
the  charge  of  burial,  in  unfuccefsful  cafes. 

V.  A  certain  number  of  Medical  gentlemen, 
fhtioned  near  to  the  places  where  difafters  by  wa¬ 
ter  are  moil  frequent,  have  engaged  to  give  their 
affidance  gratis  :  thefe  gentlemen  are  to  have  a 
furnigator,  and  other  necefTaries,  always  in  rea- 
dinefs. 


Methods  of  Treatment. 

I.  In  removing  the  body  to  a  convenient  place, 
great  care  mud  be  taken  that  it  be  not  hruifed, 
nor  lhaken' violently,  nor  roughly  handled,  nor 
carried  over  any  one’s  fhoulders  with  the  head 
hanging  downwards,  nor  rolled  upon  the  ground, 
dr  over  a  barrel,  nor  lifted  up  the  hills.  For 
experience  proves,  that  all  thefe  methods  are  inju¬ 
rious,  and  often  dedroy  the  fmall  remains  of  life. 
The  unfortunate  objed  fhoiild  be  cautioufly  con¬ 
veyed  by  two  or  more  perfons,  or  in  a  carriage 
upon  draw,  lying  as  on  a  bed  with  the  head  a  lit¬ 
tle  railed,  and  kept  in  as  natural  and  eafy  a  po* 
fition  as  poffible. 

If.  The  body  being  we!!  dried  wdth  a  cloth, 
fhould  be  placed  in  a  moderate  degree  of  heat, 
but  not  too  near  a  large  fire.  The  windows  or 
door  of  the  room  fhould  be  left  open,  and  no 
more  perfons  be  admitted  into  it  than  chafe  whq 
are  abfolutely  neceffary,  as  the  life  of  the  patient 

greatly 
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greatly  depends  upon  their  having  the  benefit  of  a 
pure  air.  The  warmth  moft  promifing  of  fuccefs 
is  that  of  a  bed,  or  blanket,  properly  warmed. 
Bottles  of  hot  water  fhould  be  laid  at  the  bottoms 
of  the  feet,  in  the  joints  of  the  knees,  and  under 
the  arm-pits-,  and  a  warming  pan,  moderately 
heated,  or  hot  bricks  wrapped  in  cloths,  fhould 
be  rubbed  over  the  body,  and  particularly  along 
the  back.  The  natural  and  kindly  warmth  of  a 
healthy  perfon  lying  by  the  fide  of  the  body,  has 
been  found  in  many  cafes  very  efficacious.  The 
fhirt  or  clothes  of  an  attendant,  or  the  fkm  oi  a 
fheep  frefh  killed,  may  alfo  be  ufed  with  advan¬ 
tage  Should  thefe  accidents  happen  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  a  warm  bath,  brew-  houfe,  baker, 
glafs-houfe,  faltern,  foap  boiler,  or  any  fabrick 
where  warm  lees,  afftes,  embers,  grains,  fand,  wa¬ 
ter,  &c.  are  eafily  procured,  it  would  be  of  the 
utmoft  fervice  to  place  the  body  in  any  of  thefe, 
moderated  to  a  degree  of  heat,  but  very  little  ex¬ 
ceeding  that  of  a  healthy  perfon. 

111.  The  fubjedt  being  placed  in  one  or  other  of 
thefe  advantageous  circum fiances  as  fpeedily  as 
poffible,  various  fiimulating  methods  fhould  next 
be  employed.  1  he  moft  efficacious  are, — to  blow 
with  force  into  the  lungs,  by  applying  the  mouth 
to  that  part  of  the  patient,  clofing  his  nofhils 
with  one  hand,  and  gently  expelling  the  air  again 
by  preffing  the  cheft  with  the  other,  imitating  the 
ftrong  breathing  of  a  healthy  perfon  :  the  medi¬ 
um  of  a  handkerchief  or  cloth  may  be  ufed  to 
render  the  operation  lefs  indehcate.  Whilft  one 
affifiant  is  daily  employed  in  this  .operation,  ano¬ 
ther  fhould  throw  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  up  by 
the  fundament  into  the  bowels,  by  means  of  a 

N  2  pipe 
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pipe  or  fumigator,  fuch  as  are  ufed  in  aclminif- 
tering  clyfters  :  a  pair  of  billows  may  be  ufed 
until  the  others  can  be  procured.  A  third  atten¬ 
dant  fhould,  in  the  mean  time,  rub  the  belly, 
cheft,  back  and  arms,  with  a  coarfe  cloth  or  flan¬ 
nel  dipped  in  brandy,  rum,  gin,  or  with  dry  fait, 
foas  not  to  rub  oft  the  fkin  :  fpirits  of  hartfhorn, 
volatile  falts,  or  any  other  ftimulating  fubftance, 
muft  alfo  be  applied  to  the  noftrils,  and  rubbed 
upon  the  temples  very  frequently.  The  body 
fhould  at  intervals  be  fhaken  alfo,  and  varied  in  its 
pofition. 

IV.  If  there  be  any  fignsof  returning  life,  fuch 
as  fighing,  gafping,  twitching,  or  any  convul¬ 
sive  motions,  beating  of  the  heart,  the  return  of  the 
natural  colour  and  warmth ;  opening  a  vein  in 
the  arm  or  neck  may  prove  beneficial,  but  the 
quantity  of  blood  taken  away  fhould  not  be  large  5 
nor  fhould  an  artery  ever  be  opened,  as  profufe 
bleeding  has  appeared  prejudicial,  and  even  deftruc- 
tive  to  the  fmali  remains  of  life.  The  throat 
fhould  be  tickled  with  a  feather,  in  order  to  ex¬ 
cite  a  propenfity  to  vomit ;  and  the  noflrils  alfo 
with  a  feather,  fnufir,  or  any  other  ftimulant,  fo  as 
to  provoke  fneezings.  A  tea-fpoonful  of  warm 
water  may  be  adminiftered  now  and  then,  in  order 
to  learn  whether  the  power  of  fwallowing  be  re¬ 
turned  :  and  if  it  be,  a  table-fpoonful  of  warm 
wine,  or  brandy  and  water,  may  be  given  with 
advantage:  but  not  before;  as  the  liquor  might 
get  into  the  lungs  before  the  power  of  fwallowing 
returns.  The  other  methods  fhould  be  continued 
with  vigour,  until  the  patient  be  gradually  re- 
llored* 


We 
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We  have  been  as  circumftantial  as  pofTible  in 
the  above  directions,  that  if  one  conveniency 
fhould  be  wanting,  the  attendants  may  not  be  at 
a  lofs  for  others.  Where  the  patient  has  lain  but 
a  fhort  time  fenfelefs,  blowing  into  the  lungs  or 
bowels  has  been,  in  fome  cafes,  found  fufficient : 
yet  a  fpeedy  recovery  is  not  to  be  expected  in  ge¬ 
neral.  On  the  contrary,  the  above  methods  are  to 
be  continued  with  fpirit  for  two  hours ,  or  upwards , 
although  there  fhould  not  be  the  lead  fymptoms 
of  returning  life.  The  vulgar  notion  that  a  per- 
fon  will  recover  in  a  few  minutes,  or  not  at  all  ; 
and  the  ignorant,  foolilh  ridiculing,  of  thofe  who 
are  willing  to  perfevere,  as  if  they  were  attempt¬ 
ing  impofilbilities,  has  mod  certainly  caufed  the 
death  of  many  who  might  otherwile  have  been 
faved. 

Moft  of  the  above  rules  are  happily  of  fuch  a 
nature,  that  they  may  be  begun  immediately ,  and 
that  by  perfons  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the 
Medical  art*,  yet  it  is  always  advifeable  to  feek  the 
affiftance  of  fome  regular  pra&itioner  as  foon  as 
pofiible;  not  only  as  bleeding  is  proper,  and  fre¬ 
quently  neceffary  ;  but  as  it  is  to  be  prefumed  that 
fuch  a  one  will  be  more  fkilful  and  expert,  and 
better  able  to  vary  the  methods  of  procedure,  as 
circumdances  may  require. 

N.  B.  It  is  proper  to  obferve,  that  thefe  means 
of  redoration  are  applicable  to  various  other  ca¬ 
ds  of  apparent  deaths ;  fuch  as  hanging,  fuffoca- 
tion  by  damps  and  noxious  vapours,  whether  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  coal  mines,  the  confined  air  of  wells, 
ciderns,  caves,  or  the  Muft  of  fermenting  liquors \ 

to 
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to  thofe  feized  with  apdpleftic  and  convulfive  fitSj, 
and  alfo  to  the  frozen.
